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SUGAR TRUST WANTS 
CUBAN RECIPROCITY 


F. B. Thurber’s Testimony at 
Washington. 


SENATOR TELLER’S WITNESS 


Funds Received from Both War 
Department and President 
Havemeyer to Promote 
Relief Measure.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—A remarkable 
revelation made to-day at a hearing” be- 
fore the sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Relations with Cuba has put a 
new face on the entire Cuban reciprocity 
situation. The author of the revelation is 
Senator Teller, who has had it up his 
sleeve for about two weeks. 

The revelation is that F. B. Thurber of 
New York has been receiving money both 
from the War Department and the head of 
the Sugar Trust to promote the Cuban 
Reciprocity bill. Gen. Wood, Governor of 
Cuba, paid money to Mr. Thurber for the 
purpose. of the vouchers was pro- 
Guced by Mr. Teller, and identified by Mr. 
Thurber, who was on the stand before the 
sub-committee. It was a receipt signed 
by Thurber for $2,880 for sending literature 
to leaders of thought in the United States 
advocating the Reciprocity bill. No vouch- 
ers referring to Mr. Havemeyer’s payment 
Was produced, but Mr. Thurber said that 
Mr. Havemeyer's subscription was $2,500. 

Within an hour after this statement had 
made Senator Teller, Senator Elkins, and 
others were distributing ‘copies of the 
voucher among leading Senators of both 
sides in the Senate Chamber. The beet 
sugar Senators were openly triumphant. 

Mr. Elkins stood in the middle of the cen- 
tre aisle with a copy of the voucher in his 
hand, grinning with joy, and whenever an 
Administration Senator came down the 
aisle Mr. Elkins. would catch him by the 
arm and insist on his reading the voucher. 
The Administration Senators read it glum- 
ly enough. The news was shortly spread 
over to the House side, and there was a 
regular inundation of beet sugar represent- 
atives in the Senate. They came pouring 
over to find whether the story was true or 
not and to see the voucher. Within a short 
time little jollification meetings of beet 
sugar representatives were being held in 
the corridors between the Senate and House. 
They all seemed beside themselves with 
joy and seemed convinced that the Reci- 
procity bill had suffered a stunning blow. 

The Administration Senators are not dis- 
posed to belittle the effect of the statement 
of Mr. Thurber. They say that it fur- 
nishes no reason why the Reciprocity bill 
should be beaten, and they deny that it 
will have any serious effect upon the bill's 
chances. One of the most astute of their 
leaders, however, said to-night that the ef- 
fect of the Thurber statement, on the con- 
trary, would be most unfortunate, for it 
would spread abroad the impression that 
the Administration and the Sugar Trust 
were in league to secure the passage of 
their bill. 

A leading Senator on the beet-sugar side 
said that in his judgment the most im- 
portant result of the affair would be to 
show the people that private interests lo- 
cated in the United States were going to 
reap the benefit of Cuban reciprocity, and 
he called attention to the fact that the 
beet-sugar men were ready now, and at all 
times, to vote for a rebate bill which, he 
said, would give sure relief to Cuba, but 
Was opposed by the Sugar Trust because 
it would not injure that concern’s compet- 
itor, the beet-sugar industry. 

SECRETARY ROOT'S POSITION. 

Secretary Root and Gen. Wood were both 
at West Point to-day, and their opinion 
could not therefore be obtained. There is, 
however, said to be little doubt that Mr. 
Root will assume the responsibility, and 
will not allow it to rest on the shoulders 
of Gen. Wood. 

The attitude of the Democrats was dis- 
piayed when Senator Culberson, after read- 
ing a copy of the voucher, offered this reso-

“Resolved, That the Secretary of War be,

TESTIMONY OF MR. THURBER. 


Francis B. Thurber, President of the Unit- 
ed States Export Association, who testified 
to-day before the Senate Sub-Committee on 
Relations with Cuba, was summoned at the 
instance of Senator Teller. The first part 
of the hearing was devoted to an attempt 
by Mr. Teller to show that Mr. Thurber 
had been trying to dodge appearing before 
the committee. He asked a number of 
questions to this end, showing his efforts 
since May 26 to get Mr. Thurber before the 
committee. Mr. Thurber claimed that he 
had come as soon as he could, and Senator 
Platt of Connecticut, the Chairman, aided 
him. 

Mr. Teller then asked concerning Mr. 
Thurber's activity in the cause of Cuban 
reciprocity, and the witness told of his ap- 
pearance before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and of his having aided in getting 
up a public meeting in New York. He also 
told, under Mr. Teller’'s questioning, of 
having done what he could to influence the 
Merchants’ Association to “‘ investigate the 
matter.’’ He had delivered an address in 
Colorado. Mr. Thurber was then asked to 
tell what his Export Association was, and 
he replied: 

“IT was Chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Commerce of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and I saw we had to 
have some machinery for enabling foreign 
buyers to shake hands, so to speak, with 
American producers. They had not the 
machinery to handle it, so I communicated 
with twenty-five leading men in twenty- 
five different branches of industry, ask- 
ing them if they would favor the establish- 
ment of such an organization in New York 
would accomplish this purpose. The 
answers were favorable.” 

Senator Teller—You have sent out a large 
number of circulars, have you not, Mr. 
Thurber, on this question of the reduction 
of the duty on Cuban sugar? 

Mr. Thurber—Yes, sir; we have. 

Senator Teller—You have procured the in- 
sertion in-a large number of papers of arti- 
cles advocating that, have you not? 

Mr. Thurber—Well, to some extent, yes. 

Senator Teller—Who paid for these 
things? Who paid for the printing of them 
and the publication of them? 

Mr, Thurber—The Cuban Committee paid 
for the larger part and members of our 
association paid for some of it, and others. 
We got subscriptions wherever we could 
from sympathizers with the cause. 

Senator Teller—Did your export associa- 
tion pay for any of them? 

Mr. Thurber—Yes, air; all we could. 

Mr. Thurber said he was in the employ 
¥ the Cuban committee and nobody else. 
Then came this colloquy. . 

Senator Teller—Were you not in the em- 
ploy of the Cuban Government? 

Mr. Thurber—Well, I was employed in 
May of last year by the Cuban Govern- 
ment. I think it was the Cuban Govern- 
eat, but it came through the Secretary of 

ar, 

The Cubans had a committee or a com- 
mission sitting to formulate a tariff for 
Cuba. Our Government wanted to know 
what was necessary for the interest of the 
United States in getting our products into 
Cuba, and the War Department employed 
me temporarily to accumulate that infor- 
mation. 

This employment of his, Mr. Thurber said, 
ended in October or November. Mr. Teller 
then handed him the following voucher:

Mr. Thurber admitted the correctness of 
the voucher, but said he thought it should 
have been for 80,000 copies instead of 
60,000, The insular government paid for 
three editions. He started to say something 
about the Cuban Committee, when Mr. 
Teller interjected: “‘ But this does not ap- 
pear to have had anything to do with the 
Cuban Committee does it? This is the 
Insular Government that publishes these.”’

“But it came through the Cuban Com- 
mittee,”’ said Mr. Thurber. “It was under 
an understanding, I think, between the Cu- 
ban Committee and the Insular Govern- 
ment that they would support, as far as 
they could, the pacification of Cuba.

Thurber said the Cuban committee had in- 
vested about $20,000 in paying the expenses 
of the export association. 

Senator Teller—In a number of these cir- 
culars that you sent out you presented a 
very doleful account of the condition of the 
Cubans, did you not? That is, the distress 
that did prevail or was likely to prevail if 
something was not done immediately?

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SENATOR QUAY’S VICTORY | 


His Candidate, Judge Pennypacker, 
Nominated for Governor. 


Attorney General Elkin Defeated for the 
Nomination by a Vote of 
206 to 152. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., June 11.—Judge 
Samuel W. Pennypacker of Philadelphia 
was nominated for Governor over Attorney 
General John P. Elkin of Indiana, by to- 
day's Republican State Convention by a 
vote of 206 to 152. Ex-State Senator Will- 
iam M. Brown of New Castle, and Major 
Isaac B. Brown of Erie were nominated by 
acclamation for Lieutenant Governor and 
Secretary of Internal Affairs respectively. 

Senator Quay was unanimously chosen 
Chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee by a suspension of the rules requir- 
ing the State Chairman to be chosen by the 
nominees and the presiding officers of the 
convention, and he will conduct the cam- 
paigh for the State tickets. 

The platform indorses the Administration 
of President Roosevelt, reaffirms loyalty 
to the principles of protective tariff, de- 
clares for pure and honest ballot reform, 
condemns trusts, approves the action of 
the President and Attorney General in pro- 
ceeding against the Beef Trust, and makes 
no mention of the State administration. 

Judge Pennypacker’s nomination is a per- 
sonal victory for Senator Quay. Elkin was 
formerly one of Quay’s chief lieutenants, 
and when he became a candidate it was 
thought he was the Senator’s choice. After 
delegates friendly to Elkin were elected in 
several counties, Mr. Quay advised against 
the Attorney General's candidacy in the 
interest of party harmony. 

Mr. Elkin declined to withdraw. Mr. Quay 
then made a public declaration against his 
candidacy, and when Judge Pennypacker 
was suggested for the nomination, the 
Senator tacitly indorsed him, Elkin was 
backed by Goy. Stone and other members 
of the State Administration. Mr. Quay as- 
sumed direction of Pennypacker’s cam- 
paign, and from the start predicted Elkin 
would not be nominated. 

The Senator came here on Saturday with 
Senator Penrose and Insurance Commis- 
sioner Durham, and opened headquarters 
for Pennypacker in a private residence. El- 
kin and his lientenants were also on the 
ground early, and until the strength of the 
rival candidates was revealed at last 
night’s caucuses, it was conceded that the 
contest was very close. 

The Watres and Pennypacker delegates 
held a joint caucus, in which the leaders 
claimed 206 of the 358 delegates in the con- 
vention. Thé Elkinites declared that the 
ecunt was incorrect and at midnight issued 
a statement predicting the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s nomination. Quay, Penrose, Dur- 
ham, and Elkin were delegates and direct- 
ed their forces on the floor of the conven- 
tion to-day. 

Mr. Elkin made a speech against the re- 
port of the Committee on Contests, unseat- 
ing -his -delegates.in. two districts. The 
committee’s action was sustained, how- 
ever, the clerks ‘announcing the vote to be 
196 to 159. Elkin pledged his support to 
the ticket in his speech, but his adherents 
omitted to offer the customary motion that 
his opponent's nomination be made unani- 
mous. 

When Gen. Reeder called the convention 
to order at 10:40 there was not a vacant 
seat, and late comers with stage tickets 
crowded around the reserved tables in a 
manner suggestive of discomfort. So great 
became the crush that policemen were 
obliged to clear a space for newspaper 
men and others entitled to stage privileges. 

Elkin gave notice that the seats of two 
delegates from the first Luzerne County 
District, and two in the Fourth Schuyl- 
kill District were contested. These dele- 
gates are anti-Elkin, and were seated on 
a contest by the State Committee at yester- 
day's meeting. 

Senator Quay’s nomination of his coi- 
league, Senator Penrose, for temporary 
Chairman was in the form of a brief reso- 
lution. Penrose made no speech, but pro- 
ceeded to the prompt dispatch of the busi- 
ness of the convention. 

The rule providing that the Chairman of 
the State Committee be elected by the 
nominees and Chairman of the convention 
was suspended. A Philadelphia delegate of- 
fered a resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted, that Senator Quay be elected 
State Chairman. 

While the committee was organizing, 
speeches placing in nomination candidates 
for Governor were made. Robert S. Mur- 
phy of Cambria offered the name of Elkin. 

Judge Pennypacker was named by Hamp- 
ton L. Carson of Philadelphia. 

The name of Louis A, Watres was with- 
drawn. This left the field to Pennypacker 


and Elkin, and candidates were then pre- 
sented for Lieutenant Governor. 

Mayor F. E. Lewis of Allentown and ex- 
Senator Brown were the nominees. 

Major Isaac B. Brown was the only can- 
didate nominated for Secretary of Internal 
Affairs. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported the selection of Congressman 
Sibley for permanent Chairman. Before 
Mr. Sibley was formally elected, A. S. L. 
Shields of Philadelphia, from the Commit- 
tee on Contests, reported in favor of the 
sitting delegates in the First Luzerne and 
the Fourth Schuylkill districts. 

Speaking against the report of the com- 
mittee, Attorney General Elkin took the 
ylatform to say that he was in favor of 
faving the Republican Convention made up 
of delegates selected by a majority of the 
voters. 

Ex-Congressman Yardley 
read the platform. 

The roll was then called and Pennypack- 
er was nominated on the first ballot, the 
vote being: 

Pennypacker, 206; Elkin, 152. 

Mr. Lewis’s name was withdrawn and 
William M. Brown of Lawrence County 
was nominated for Lieutenant Governor by 
Major Brown of Erie was 
nominated for Secretary of Internal Af- 
fairs by acclamation.

President Palma Signs Bill Granting 
Amnesty to Americans Con- 
victed in Cuba. 

HAVANA, June 11.—C. F. W. Neely, who 
March 24 was sentenced to ten years’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $56,701, 
for complicity in the Cuban postal frauds, 
was released to-day under the bill signed 
by President Palma June 9 granting am- 
nesty to all Americans convicted of crimes 
in Cuba during the term of the American 

occupation and those awaiting trial. 


The trials before the Audiencia Court of 
Havana of the cases arising from the em- 
bezzlement of Cuban postal funds resulted, 
March 24, in the sentencing of C. F. W. 
Neely, as set forth in the above dispatch;

WOULDN'T SING “MARCHING | 
THROUGH an 
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Louisville School Girl Refused and Also 


Put Her Fingers in Her Ears.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 11.—Laura Tal- 
bott Galt, aged thirteen, a pupil in the 
Eighth Ward Public School, at Centre and 
Walnut Streets, refused to sing ‘ March- 
ing Through Georgia,’’ as her teacher, Miss 
Susan Allen, instructor in the eighth grade, 
directed her to do, and there is trouble in 
the school. The pupil has been withdrawn 
and complaint made to Superintendent 
Mark. Miss Galt not only refused to sing 
“Marching Through Georgia,” but she put 
her fingers in her ears when the school 
was singing the song. 

Mrs. Laura Talbott Ross, who lives in 
the suburbs near Louisville, is the grand- | 
mother of little Miss Galt, and a daughter 
of the American Revolution and a Daugh- 
ter of the Confederacy. She instructed her 
grandchild to obey her teacher, but to pro- 
test against singing the song. 

The little girl claims that Miss Allen, 
her teacher, refused to listen to her essays, 
in which she gave the Confederate soldiers 
credit for bravery on sea and land. The 
whole matter was laid before Prof. Mark 
this afternoon by Miss Galt’s guardians, 
who consulted with Col. Bennett H. Young 
to see that justice was done her. | 


MUSSOLINO’S LIFE SENTENCE. 


After Being Condemned, the “ Gentle- 
man Brigand” Pleads Eloquently and 
Effectively for His Comrades. 


LUCCA, Italy, June 11.—Mussolino, 
notorious brigand, was sentenced to-day to 
imprisonment for life. His sentence in- 
cludes eight~ years solitary confinement. 
He intends to appeal. 

Mussolino received his own sentence with 
equanimity, but pleaded eloquently that the 
clemency of the court be shown his com- 
rades in the dock. With tears in his eyes 
Mussolino assured the jury of the inno- 
cence of his comrades and begged for their 
acquittal. 

The court and jury were visibly affected 
by Mussolino’s eloquence, and the other 
prisoners were discharged.

Giuseppe Mussolino, styled the ‘‘ Gentle- 
man Brigand,”’ is a man of good family and 
education. In October, 1898, he met Vin- 
cenzo Zoccoll, one of his political oppo- 
nents. They quarreled, and Zoccoli stabbed 
Mussolino many times in the hands and 
arms. Mussolino was lying dangerously ill 
from his wounds when Zoccoli was a 
from ambush. 

Mussolino was accused” of the crime, 
dragged from his bed to prison, and was 
convicted and sentenced to twenty-two 
years’ imprisonment at hard labor. He; 
managed to escape before long, and, until 
his capture in October, 1901, had been re- 
morselessly enforcing the thréats he had 
made to kill those responsible for his con- 
viction. He is said to have killed twelve 
out of the fifteen men who appeared on the 
stand against him.

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ESCAPED FROM A SANITARIUM. 


Two New Yorkers, Alcoholic Patients 
at Stamford, Get Away.

STAMFORD, Conn., June 11.—Two men, 
said to be members of wealthy New York 
families, escaped this forenoon from Stam- 
ford Hall, a sanitarium conducted on the 
outskirts of this c*ty by Dr. Amos J.

AT AMERICAN EMBASSY 


Ambassador Choate Entertains a 
Distinguished Party. 


PRESIDENT’S SISTERS PRESENT 


Their Majesties Greeted by a Large 
Crowd of Sightseers—The Royal 
Guests Very Genial. 


Edward and Queen Alexandra to Ambassa- 
dor and Mrs. Choate was one of the most 
interesting incidents of the present reign, 
and, all London was talking of it to-night. 
It is the first time since His Majesty's 
accession that the King and Queen have 
attended together a large, formal dinner of 
this kind, and it is absolutely the first time 
in recent years that an English sovereign 
has. so honored any foreign Ambassador. 
It is also the first time such an honor has 
ever been paid to an American Ambassador. 

A crowd of several thousand persons, in- 
cluding a number of American sightseers, 
had gathered outside the house of the 
United States Ambassador, Joseph H. 
Choate, on Carlton House Terrace, when 
the King and Queen arrived there at 8:45 
P. M. Their Majesties drove to the Am- 
bassador's residence in what is known asa 
“town carriage,”’ 
livery. 

The front of the Embassy was decorated 
with the customary coronation device, a 
crystal transparency, showing the royal 
cipher. It was surmounted by the Stars 
and Stripes. The crowd uncovered as their 
Majesties passed in. Otherwise there was 
no demonstration, 

When King Edward, Queen Alexandra, 
and Princess Victoria and their suites drove 
up to Mr. Choate’s house, the Ambassador, 
Mrs. Choate, Miss Choate, Henry White, 
Miss White, and Mr. and Mrs. Carter met 
them at the door. The American diplomats 
wore plain evening dress and black knee 
breeches. The King and his suite wore a 
dress exactly similar to that of the Ameri- 
cans, with the exception of his Majesty, 
across whose shirt front was seen the blue 
ribbon of the Order of the Garter. 

Greetings had scarcely been exchanged 
before dinner was announced, and the party 
became somewhat mixed up. Mr. Choace 
found himself leading the Queen into the 
dining room ahead of the King, who had 
Mrs. Choate on his arm. Previous to the 
beginning of dinner special servants of 
their Majesties, covered with medals, had 
arrived at Mr. Choate’s residence and taken 
up their places behind the chairs at which 
the King and Queen were to sit. 

The table was elaborately decorated with 
American Beauty roses. “fr. Choate and 
his wife sat opposite each other, at the 
centre of the table, at which forty covers 
bad been laid. Queen Alexandra, who was 
dressed becomingly in an evening gown of 
black and white, touched here and there 
with costly jewels and who wore a diamond 
tiara, sat at-Mr.-Choate’s right hand. 

On his left sat Princess Victoria, while 
next to the Princess sat Lord Lansdowne. 
On the opposite side of the table sat Mrs. 
Choate with King Edward on her right, 


and the Duke of Norfolk on her left.

Mr. Choate then walked around the ta- 
ble and took the now vacant seat next to 
his Majesty, and the King of Great Brit- 
ain and the American Ambassador entered 
into a confidential conversation. Before 
the cigars had got well going, Mr. Choate 
went over to J. Pierpont Morgan, Sr., and 
brought him up to King Edward and for 
nearly the next half hour the American 
millionaire and the ruler of Great Britain 
talked earnestly together. 

Lord Lansdowne, Mr. Choate, Lord Rose- 
bery, and others equally known to fame 
respectfully sat aloof while the master of 
the empire and the master of millions 
thrashed out their respective ideas. To use 
the words of one of the guests who sat 
near them: 

“Mr. Morgan and the King seemed 
equally at home, and we wondered when 
we were going to get a chance to join the 
ladies in the drawing room.” 

At length King Edward finished talking, 
and the men went upstairs. On their arri- 
val in the drawing room Queen Alexandra 
led the way to the music room,

KING EDWARD VII. RECEIVES 
SPECIAL AMBASSADOR REID. 


Their Long Interview Excites Comment 
of Buckingham Palace Officials— 
Many Courtesies Extended. 


LONDON, June 11.—Whitelaw Reid, the 
Special Ambassador of the United States 
to the coronation of King Edward, was 
received in audience by his Majesty at 
Buckingham Palace this afternoon. A royal 
carriage, with outriders in red liveries, 
was sent to take Mr. Reid to the palace, 
where he met Lord Lansdowne, the For- 
eign Secretary; Col. the Hon. Sir William 
James Colville, the Master of the Cere- 
monies, and Col. Collins, Mr. Reid’s 
equerry. 

The American Ambassador was immedi- 
ately conducted ‘to the Audience Chamber. 
After Mr. Reid had presented his creden- 
tials and a letter of congratulation from 


Mr. Roosevelt the officials retired, but 
King Edward retained Mr. Reid for a long 
time. What transpired during the course 
of the audience is entirely private, but the 
officials commented on the length of the 
interview. 

Everything connected with Mr. Reid's 
reception here emphasizes the desire of 
Great Britain to specially honor the United 
States. When Mr. Reid first presented his 
credentials to Lord Lansdowne the latter 
informed the Ambassador that it was the 
King’s wish to see him as speedily as pos- 
sible, and suggested an audience for yes- 
terday, Tuesday. Mr. Reid replied that he 
was entirely at his Majesty’s disposition, 
and would be ready whenever he desired. 

Joseph H. Choate, the United States Am- 
bassador, who accompanied Mr. Reid, ex- 
plained to Lord Lansdowne that if Mr. 
Reid was received in audience Tuesday it 
would interfere with the conferring of the 
hononary degree of Doctor of Laws on Mr. 
Reid by Cambridge University. Lord Lans- 
downe, remarking that he was sure the 
King would not be willing to in any way 
interfere with prior arrangements, said he 
would communicate with Mr. Reid later, 
and the same evening sent him word ap- 
pointing an audience for to-day. 


SPECIAL DELEGATES HONORED. 

SOUTHAMPTON, June 12.—Rear Ad- 
miral John C. Watson and Gen. James H. 
Wilson, who will represent the Navy and 
Army of the United States at the corona- 
tion of King Edward, landed here this 
morning at 1:30 o'clock from the American 


liner St. Paul, which left New York June 
4. They were received by the Mayor and 
Sheriff of Southampton, Col. Borup, Judge 
Mayer, and Acting United States Consul 
Westecott. Admiral Watson and Gen. 
Wilson started at once for London on a 
special train.

OREGON MILITIA COMPANY 
AFTER ESCAPED CORVICTS. 


The Two Prisoners Who Killed Their 
Guards Are Surrounded and a 
Battle Is Expected. 


SALEM, Oregon, June 11.—Gov. Geer to- 
day called out a company of the National 
Guard and ordered it to Gervais, where 
Tracy and Merrill, the convicts who es- 
eaped from the penitentiary on Monday, 
after killing three guards and shooting a 
life prisoner, are surrounded. 

The convicts, heavily armed, are hiding 
in the woods two miles east of Gervais, a 
station on the Southern Pacific Railway, 
thirty miles south of Portland. Reinforce- 
ments have started both from Salem and 
Portland. 

Sheriff Durbin, who is leading a posse 
from here, intends to throwa cordon around 
the woods and make escape impossible and 
starve the men out. Police authorities, 
however, believe Tracy will never be taken 
alive and that he will make a break for 
liberty. 


FURNACE MEN GET INCREASE. 


United States Steel’ Corporation Pre- 
vents Strike by a Liberal Advance. 
Special to Tae New York Times. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., June 11.—Organizer 
Flynn of the American Federation was ap- 
pointed to ascertain why none of the fur- 
nace workers employed by the United 
States Steel Corporation failed to respond 
to the recent strike order of the Furnace 
Men's Association. He says he learned 
that the United States Steel Corporation 
called each individual to the office, ad- 
vanced their wages from 20 to 50 per cent, 

and made separate contracts with each. 

The workers who struck and returned to 
work received an advance of only 10 per 
cent. The Oliver-Snyder workmen received 
no advance, and they have been asked to 
strike. A vote is being taken among fur- 
nace workers to decide whether the men 
at work will pay the wages of those strik- 
ing. 


WILL FIGHT THE OIL TRUST. 


BERLIN, June 11.—A dispatch to the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt from St. Petersburg says 
that the petroleum producers of the Cau- 
casus have held a meeting there for the 
purpose of forming a syndicate to seil 


pecreleam abroad in competition with. the 
Standard Oil Company. he dispatch says 
also that after various changes in their at- 
titude toward the Standard Oil Company, 
the Caucasian producers have grown defi- 
nitely hostile to it. 

They can do nothing, however, without 
Government support, but it is alleged they 
have now obtained this support to the ex- 
tent of a reduction in railroad rates and 
possibly a reduction in the export tariff on 
oll. 


Danish Treaty Ratification to be Post- 
poned. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to-day 
decided to recommend to the Senate the 
ratification of the protocol extending for 
one year the time for the ratification of 
the Danish treaty for the purchase of the 
Danish West Indies. This action is made 


necessary by the failure of the Danish 
Rigsdag to act on the treaty.

DAY OF GLORY 


FOR WEST POINT: 


President Roosevelt Addresses, 
Cadets ‘at Centennial. 


Ambassador Porter, Lieut. Germ 
Miles, Secretary Root and the 
Italian Ambassador Also 
Speak—Brilliant Scenes. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., June 11.—Centen« 
nial Day, the third of the week’s hundredth 
anniversary celebration at the Military 
Academy, was distinguished by a visit of 
President Roosevelt, who made a speech in 
Memorial Hall. When he arrived in the 
morning he was received with full military 
honors, and then reveiwed the cadets on tha 
parade plain. 

The centennial exercises were in the afte 
ernoon, and the day ended with this even- 
ing’s banquet. The apparent coldness be- 
tween the President and Lieut. Gen. Miles 
was discussed by hundreds of those who 
witnessed the review. The speech of Sec- 
retary of War Root at the afternoon exer- 
cises was noteworthy for enthusiastic 
praise of the army in the Philippines and 
condemnation of those criticising the coun- 
try’s soldiers. 

Gen. Horace Porter, the orator of the oc- 
casion, evoked a tumult of applause by hig 
glowing tribute to the soldiers and hig 
scathing denunciation of their traducers. 

An incident of Gen. Porter's talk was the 
telling of a pathetic story that caused Sec- 
retary Root, several cadets, and many of 
the other listeners to weep unreservedly. 

President Roosevelt’s special train arrived 
at 9:30 o’clock. For hours the crowds had 
been gathering on the parade ground and 
along the walks leading down the steep hill 
to the railroad station. When the train 
came in sight the path leading up to the 
academy grounds became so crowded that a 
detachment of soldiers, assisted by the sen- 
tinels stationed at intervals along the way, 
had to resogt to strenuous measures to force, 
the crowd back. 


DEFIES AN OFFICER. 


A youngLieutenant of Engineers, wh@, 
was in charge of the line of march, brought. 
down upon himself the wrath of some of the. 
spectators because he said to a Sergeant: 
‘*Make them move up to the top of the hill, 
Use ycur bayonet if necessary.”’ 

A man in the crowd shouted back: “IT 
am an American citizen, I dare you to 
touch me.” The Sergeant continued to urge 
the people upward but laid hands on no 
one. 

After the President’s train had waited 
for a regular express to pass the party 
alighted. On the station platform were 
several detectives from the New York 
Central Office, in charge of Sergts. Kelly, 
Doran, and Crystal. The station had been 
entirely cleared except for the receiving 
staff of Col. Mills, Superintendent of the, 
Academy, and a few railroad men. 

Mr. Roosevelt, Secretary of War Root, 
Postmaster General Payne, Secretary Cor- 
telyou, and the others in the party were, 
welcomed by Col. Mills, behind whom were 
ranged these staff members:

escort. Two hundred infantrymen were 
stationed along the roadway, the men 
standing fifteen feet apart and keeping. 
back the crowds. At the turn of the road, 
east of the Administration building, a de- 
tachment of cavalry, and further up a corps 
of red-plumed engineers and artillerymen 
waited. 

The corps of cadets was formed in, a 
double line in front of the barracks, motion-, 
less and with guns resting. 

With the cavalry in the lead and in tha, 
rear, the President’s carriage, followed by. 
three or four others, was driven rapidly, 
past the waiting lines. Secretary Root, sat, 
beside Mr. Roosevelt, who raised his hat. 
repeatedly in response to the cheerin 
Col. Mills and Mr. Payne occupied the front; 
seat of the carriage, which halted opposite, 
the Superintendent’s quarters. 

Meanwhile the President’s salute of twen- 
ty-one guns had boomed across the plateau, 
and the cadets, as soon as the carriages, 
passed, had wheeled across to the parade 
ground,to be reviewed. By the time the 
corps had formed on the plain, President 
Roosevelt and Col. Mills had taken their 
position on the westerly edge of the 
grounds, facing the line of cadets. Behind 
the President were grouped nearly a hun- 
dred military men, distinguished civilians, 
foreigners, and national and metropolitan 
detectives. Back of these was a crowded 
grandstand for old graduates of the acade- 
my and their families. Two hundred yards~ 
to the left, another stand was filled with in- 
vited guests, and as far as one could see 
the rope barriers around the plain were 
lined with thousands of chance visitors. 

While the cadets waited for their orders~ 
to move, the spectators had an opportunity 
of wondering at the varied personalities of 
the reviewing group behind the Presiderc 
Among those who shook his hand in passe 
ing and then fell back a few feet were:

It was just before the manoeuvres of the 
cadets began that Lieut.

He entered 
the gioup behind the Pres'dent, and all 
the officers, native and foreign, hastened 
forward to grasp his hand. The President, 
who was looking out over the plain, did 
not seem to sce him.

At a given signal the corps stood still in 
the centre of the plain, and the reviewers 
started around the parade ground in a fast 
walk, President Roosevelt, Col. Mills, and 
Lieut. Gen. Miles were together at the 
Start. Once they spoke briefly, after which 
Mr. Roosevelt again talked exclusively to 
the Superintendent for a while. When they 
had walked a few yards, Gen. Miles began 
to drop back. At last he was entirely be- 
hind the President and marching with Col. 
Treat, who had fallen in with the reviewing 
procession. Thus they went all around the 
cadets, the President peering at the faces 
of each young soldier and taking off his 
hat every time he passed the flag. When 
the circuit had been completed, and as Mr. 
Roosevelt was nearing again his original 
position, Gen. Miles stepped up beside him 
and they spoke together for a fraction of a 
minute. After they had resumed their 
places, Mr. Roosevelt looked toward Col. 
Mills altogether, and when the review was 
over ang the President and Supt. Mills 
turned toward the Superintendent's house, 
Gen. Miles did not accompany them, nor 
did any salute or word pass between him 
and the President as they separated. The 
General quietly fell back and began to talk 
with the group of officers with whom he 
followed the leaders some minutes later. 

Several army officers who know the Pres- 
ident and Gen. Miles well were asked about 
the review afterward. The general opinion 
among them was expressed by one, who 
said: 

“There was nothing irregular in the ac- 
tions of the reviewing officers from a 
military point of view. It was only essen- 
tial that Col. Mills remain beside the Pres- 
dent all the time. The officer on Mr. Roose- 
veit’s right might have been any General. 
Military etiquette was followed to a nicety. 
Of course, we all know that the relations 
between the President and the command- 
ing General are strained, but neither one 
of them would ever allow that fact to 
make any difference on an occasion like 
this.” 

The manoeuvres of the cadets, which con- 
Sisted of all the slow and doubtful opera- 
tions of a full dress military parade, were 
closed by a ceremony never before wit- 
nessed at the Military Academy. After or- 
dering the solid battalion to march up to 
within a few feet of the President, Adjt. 
Rivers cried: 

“ Private Titus! ”’ 

A young man stepped from the cadets’ 
ranks. He was Calvin P. Titus, who got 
his appointment to West Point because 
when he was bugler of the Fourteenth In- 
fantry he was the first man to scale the 
walls of Peking on Aug. 14, 1900. As he 
stepped forward, Col. Treat read an an- 
nouncement to the effect that Congress had 
voted to him a medal for conspicuous brav- 
ery, and then Mr. Roosevelt, the bronze 
medal in his hand, advanced and pinned the 
decoration on the cadet’s coat. 

For a minute or two they talked together, 
Titus standing at present arms and the 
President smiling admiringly at him. 


Then Mr. Roosevelt grasped the ex- 
bugler’s hand, and the latter withdrew to 
his place in the ranks, while the crowds on 
all sides cheered him again and again. 

Tittis is just completing his ‘“ plebe”’ 
year. He is one of the most popular men in 
his class, and is well known in the Academy 
for his zeal in religious matters. 
of the most enthusiastic old soldiers 
who viewed the manouvres was Gen. D. E. 
Sickles, who lost his leg in the civil war. 

‘What interests me about it all,” he 

“Is to watch the faces of these for- 

officers. They never saw anything 
it in their lives. Of course, they won't 
up to it, but just watch their faces.” 

TI parade -being over, the cadets 
marched back to camp, where they have 
been living for a week, and the President, 
followed by the military men and other dis- 
tinguished guests, proceeded to Col. Mills’s 
house, where a formal reception was held. 
The United States officers who followed 
him thither included:

A driz- 
zling rain had begun to fall, but the march 
across the parade ground was not aban- 
doned, and in half an hour the centennial] 
exercises were about to start.

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AT MEMORIAL HALL, 


Holders of tickets to the hall had to take 
their seats before the procession arrived, 
but. the President was cheered by several 
thousand people who had scattered them- 
selves along the route. Inside the hall was 
profusely decorated with old battle-flags 
and new banners. Old soldiers and grad- 
wates filled the central seats, and the 
cadets, except for the first-class officers, 
who took their stand under the stage, were 
lined up in the rear. Both sides were 
packed with guests, many of them women 
and young girls.

Gen. Schofield, and Gen. Porter. Gen. 
Miles sat on the extreme left. Among 
others on the stage and in the front rows, 
besides the visitors who saw the morning’s 
review, were the following:

Some of the academic gowns, notably the 
purple one of Mgr. Conaty and the red one 
of Dr. Bailey, made the military uniforms 
and even the gorgeous robes of Minister 
Wu Ting-Fang look like simple raiments, 


The procession, the crowd in the hall, 
and the greater crowd outside combined to 
make the scene one of such life and color 
that even the Military Academy, accus- 
tomed as it is to display, wondered at it. 

Throughout the programme the Academy 
band played martial melodies and the au- 
dience applauded martial speeches wildly. 
Saluting the colors was the first thing on 
the programme and a prayer by the Chap- 
lain followed. Then Col. Mills spoke. Ad- 
dressing the President, he said: 

“It os with feelings of pride and gratifi- 
cation that the graduates of the United 
States Military Academy welcome you to 
West Point on the occasion of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the founding of our 
Nation’s military school. This welcome 
which they extend to you is not alone from 
those whom you see here to-day, but ‘ from 
earth’s wide bounds, from ocean’s furthest 
coast,’ wherever the sons of this academy 
are now sojourning, there goes out to you 
a most sincere and heartfelt greeting. We 
are deeply sensible of our obligations for 
your co-operation in making this anniver- 
sary what it is; especially are we sensible 
of our obligations to those who have left 
the Ens duties of responsible trust, and 
to those who heve journeyed from foreign 
lands. We extend our grateful thanks for 
your presence, and we hope you may carry 
away pleasant recollections of your visit.” 

President Roosevelt having been _intro- 
duced as a man knowing the needs and 
history of the academy, talked for twenty 
minutes with periodic interruptions. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S SPEECH. 


President Roosevelt spoke as follows: 

“Col. Mills, the graduates of West Point, 
and you men and women who are drawn to 
them by ties of citizenship, or by the sim- 
ple fact that you are Americans, and there- 


fore of necessity drawn to them, [applause,] 
I am glad to have the chance of saying a 
word to you to-day. There is little need for 
me to say how well your performance has 
compared with prophetic promise made on 
your behalf by the greatest of Americans, 
Washington. [Applause.] This institution 
has completed its first hundred years of 
life. During that century no other educa- 
tional institution in the tand has contrib- 
uted as many names as West Point has 
contributed to the honor roll of the Na- 
tion’s citizens. [Applause.] 

‘Col. Mills, I claim to be a historian, and 
I speak simply as a reciter of facts when 
I say what 1 have said; and, more than 
that, not merely has West Point contrib- 
uted a greater number of the men who 
stand highest on the Nation’s honor roll, 
but I think beyond question that, taken as 
a whole, the average graduate of West 
Point during this hundred years has given 
a greater amount of service to the country 
through his life than has the average grad- 
uate of any other institution in this broad 
land. [Applause.] 
8 ‘* Now, gentlemen, that is not surprising. 
That is what we have a right to expect 
from this military university founded by 
the Nation. That it what we had a right 
to expect. (Applause.) But I am glad that 
the expectation has been made good, (Ap-* 
plause,) and of all the institutions in this 
country none is more absolutely American, 
none more, in the proper sense of the word, 
absolutely democratic than this. Here we 
eare nothing for the boy's birthplace, for 
the boy's grade, for his social standing, 
here we care nothing save for his worth if 
he is able to show it. (Applause.) Here 
you represent with almost mathematical 
exactness the country geographically. You 
are drawn from every walk of life by a 
method of chance, meant to insure, and 
which in a great mafority of cases does 
insure, nothing but active youth. Here 
you came together as representatives of 
America in the higher and more peculiar 
sense than can possibly be true of any 
other institution in the land, save your 
sister college that makes similar prepara- 
tion for the service of the country on the 
seas. (Applause.) 


WEST POINTERS IN CUBA. 


“This morning I have shaken hands with 
many of you, and I have met the men who 
stand as representatives of every great 
struggle, every great move this great 
nation has made for the last fifty-five or 
sixty years. There are some still left among 
of you who took part in the 
Mexican War, a struggle which added to 
this country a territory vaster than has 


changed hands in Europe as the result of 
all the wars of the last two centuries, I 
meet always, when I see any of the older 
among you, men who took part in the 
great civil war when this Nation was tried 
in a furnace, the men who were called 
upon to do the thing which had to be done 
under penalty of making the memory of 
Washington himself worthless, because if 
they had failed their failure would have 
been written across the record of his 
work. Finally I see the younger men, as 
well gs the older ones, the men whom I 
have seen myself take part in a little 
war—a war that was the merest skirmish 
compared to the struggle in which you 


the older 


fought from "61 to '65, and yet a war that | 


has had almost as far reaching effects, not 
merely for the destiny of this Nation, but 
for upon the destiny of the world— 
the war with Spain. And it was my good 
fortune to see in the campaign in Cuba 
how the graduates of West Point handled 
themselves, and to endeavor to profit by 
their example, and it has become my pleas- 
ure to come here to-day because I was at 
that time intimately associated with many 
of your graduates, On the day before the 
San Juan fight, when we were marched 
up into a position we lost communication 
with our baggage and food, and for supper 
that night I had what Col. Mills gave me, 
{laughter and applause,] and it tasted very 
good, and the next morning Col, Mills was 
with another West Pointer. Shipp, from 
North Carolina. The next morning we had 
breakfast together, and I remember well 
congratulating myself that my regiment— 
we were all volunteer regiments—could 
have as an example men like Millis and 
Shipp, whose very presence made the men 
cool, made them feel collected and at 
ease. Mills and Shipp went down with out 
regiment to the action. Very shortly after 
it was begun Shipp was killed, and Mills 
received a wound from which no one of us 
at the time thought that he would recover. 
I had at that time in my regiment, as act- 
ing Second Lieutenant, a graduate of West 
Point, who was having his holiday and 
took his holiday by going down with us, 
and just before the assault he was shot, 
the bulet going. I think, into his stomach, 
and as he fell, he said: ‘ Good-by, Colonel. 

I am going to get well.’ 
“But I didn't think he was. He is all 
[Ap- 


plause.} And there was never a moment 
by day or night that I was not an eye- 
witness of some "performance of duty being 
done by a West Pointer, and I never saw 
a West Pointer failing in his duty. I 
want to be frank, gentlemen. You can’t 
get a body of men of absolutely uniform 
good conduct. but I am able to say it 
was my good fortune to see the role of 
duty performed in a way that made a man 
proud to be an American and a fellow- 
citizen of such people. 

“Your business here at West Point has 
been to teach men to do well in war, but 
it is a noteworthy fact that you have 
also taught them to do well in peace. 
The highest political positions in the land 
have been held, not exceptionally, but again 
and again by West Pointers. Col. Mills, 
I make the answer that any man who is 
asked the question must make when I 
say that while we would have the right to 
expect that West Point would do well, we 
could not have expected that she would 
have dofie so very well as she has done. 


(Applause. ] 
SOLDIER OF THE FUTURE. 


“And now in closing, I want to say a 
word to those who are graduates and the 
younger graduates as well. I was greatly 
struck the other day by an article of one 
of your instructors here, himself a gradu- 
ate of West Puwint, in which he dwelt 
upon the changed conditions of warfare 
and of the absolute need that a man who 


was to be a good officer should meet these 
changed conditions. I think it is going to 
be a great deal harder to be a first-class 
officer in the future than it has been in 
the past. I think that in addition to the 
courage and steadfastness that have al- 
ways been the prime requisites in a soldier, 
you have got to show a far greater power 
of individuality than has been necessary 
before, if you are going to get up to the 
highest level of officer-like performance of 
duty. As has been well said, the develop- 
ments of warfare during the last few 
years have shown that in the future the 
unit will not be the regiment, nor yet the 
company, but the unit will be the vidual

Prof. Albert A. Michelson of the University of ] man. If he does not know how to shoot, 


how to shift for himse!¥, how both to 
obey orders and to accept responsibility 
when an emergency comes, then he won't 
have any orders to obey. [f he is not able 
to do all of that you had better have him 
out of the army. In a battle hereafter 
each man is going to be to a considerable 
extent alone. It will be so that the young- 
est officers will have to take much of the 
responsibility that in former wars fell 
on their seniors, and many of the enlisted 
men will have to do most of their work 
without ay supervision of any officer. The 
man will have to act largely alone, and 
if he shows a tendency to huddle up to 
some one else his usefulness is pretty near 
at an end. If he is nervous so that he 
wants to feel the touch of elbows he had 
better be out of the battle, and you offi- 
cers, if you are going to do well, have got 
to learn how to perform the duty which 
is so essential. The task is a harder one, 
and you want to face that task. You want 
to realize that more than ever before the 
honor or the shame of the country de- 
pends upon the high average of character 
and capacity of the officers and _ enlisted 
men, and that high average of character 
and capacity in the enlisted men can to a 
large degree only be obtained through you, 
the officers; and that you have got to 
devote you time in bringing up to the 
standard the fighting efficiency ot the men 
under you, not merely in doing your duty 
so that you can’t be called to account for 
failure to perform it, but doing it in a way 
that will make each man under you able 
to perform his. 

* Now, 1 want you to weigh what I say, 
for if you take only half of it you will in- 
vert what I say. I found that in my regi- 
ment the best man was the man who had 
been in the regular army in actual service 
out in Western campaigning on the plains; 
that if he had been a good man in the reg- 
ular army out on the plains he was the 
best man that I could get hold of, and, on 
the other hand, if he had served in time of 
peace a couple of years in an Eastern gar- 
rison, where he practically had next to 
nothing outside of the parase grounds and 
barracks to do, or if he had been in an 
ordinary National Guard regiment, that 
one of two things was true—if he had un- 
derstood that he had only learned 5 per 
cent. of war he was that 5 per cent. better 
than any one else, and that was a big ad- 
vancement, and if he had thought that he 
had learned the other 95 per cent. he was 
worse than any one else. [Laughter and 
applause.j I recollect perfectly one man 
who had been a Corporal in the regular 
army, a young fellow who had joined us, 
and he was apparently convinced that war 
in nicety was a parade ground for manoeu- 
vring, and it was almost impossible to 
make him turn his attention to teaching his 
men so that they could do the best fighting 
when the occasion arose. Now, gentlemen, 
I don’t intend to preach upon the perform- 
ance of your duties here, but it is your spe- 
cial business to learn them. I do ask you to 
remember the difference in the military 
profession from what it has been in the 
past, and to remember continually that sol- 
diership does not consist of excellence on 
parade grounds, but efficiency in actual 
service in the field, and that the usefulness 
and really great usefulness of the parade 
ground and barracks work comes in its be- 
ing used, not as an end, but as one of the 
elements to the end. I ask you to remem- 
ber that; I don't ask you to remember what 
you can’t forget—the lesson of loyalty, of 
courage, of steadfast adherence to the high- 
est standards of honor which all men draw 
in when they breathe the atmosphere of 
this great institution.” 

Lieut. Gen. Schofield, the only survivor 
of the United States Army Commanders in 
the civil war, followed the President. With 
a brief speech he unveiled a beautiful 
bronze tablet donated by the Association 
of Graduates to commemorate the acad- 
emy’s successful hundred years, 


AMBASSADOR PORTER'S EPIGRAMS. 


Gen. Porter, Ambassador to France, 
talked nearly an hour, telling of West 
Point’s history, her famous sons, and her 
great place among the country’s institu- 
tions. When he said that the academy's 
graduates played a great part in recent 
events that had made the United States a 
world power, the President and others in 
the audience applauded enthusiastically. 
After finishing his historical reminiscences 
he began to make epigrams for the cadets. 

“From your training,”’ he said “ you 
know that in modern warfare we want 
duels, not butcheries; we want victories, 
not excuses. 

“The United States,” he continued, 
“should be always prepared for war, but 


not aggressively belligerent. Grant, per- 
haps the most combative of all the acad- 
emy’s graduates, had learned to love peace, 
and Washington had seen enough of war 
horrors to appreciate the sort of times 
when: soldiers turn their battle axes into 
bill hooks and their helmets into bee 
hives.” 

A referencé to the distinguished officers 
who had come out of the volunteer army 
elicited an outburst of applause that lasted 
several minutes. Any officer in volunteer 
or regular army, he said, who would harbor 
petty jealousy was not worthy of the name 
of a soldier. A little later he called Secre- 
tary Root ‘‘the American Carnot of this 
Administration.” 

‘“*Modestry,’”’ he said to the cadets, 
“should go hand in hand with valor. Never 
underrate yourselves in a battle; never 
overrate yourselves in a report.” 

The greatest enthusiasm of the day was 
evinced when the Ambassador said that 
the soldiers of the Philippines, after making 
the name respected throughout the foreign 
world, had become the objects of the en- 
venomed shafts from carping tongues at 
home, 

* But the shafts have not even pierced 
their honest khaki uniforms,” he continued. 
‘When the embittered assailants are mold- 
ering in their graves the people of the Unit- 
ed States will be looking for marble white 
and pure enough to adorn the graves of our 
fizhting men in the Philippine Islands.’’ 

The story told by the Ambassador that 
brought tears to the eyes of Mr. Root 
was about a little French boy who was 
rewarded with a medal for gallantry in 
helping his father to rescue some _ ship- 
wrecked sailors. When the medal was 
presented, the aged mother was there to 
see her son receive it before a splendid 
Paris audience, The boy, courageous and 
self-confident in danger. was in tears be- 
fore the fashionable audience, and fell sob- 
bing on his mother’s neck, throwing his 
reward at her feet. 

The Secretary of War took out his hand- 
kerchief to wipe away tears that were 
streaming down his cheeks. Several cadets 
covered their faces, as did more than ore 
old soldier, and the sound of stifled sobbing 
resounded throughout the hall as the Am- 
bassador took his seat just after telling 
the story. 


SEC’Y ROOT DEFENYS THE ARMY. 


Secretary Root was the next speaker. 

“That this country needs a Military 
Academy more at the beginning of its sec- 
ond century than it did one hundred years 
ago is shown by the enactments of Con- 
gress,’ he said. ‘‘ Laws have been recent- 
ly passed to increase the number of cadets 
and to give millions for improvements at 
West Point.” 

After saying that the works of the United 
States Army proved that the academy de- 
served support, the Secretary told how the 
army within a few years had captured a 
great fortified city, taken prisoners an 
army greater than itself, and beaten in a 


short campaign a nation that once ruled 
nearly all of the Western worid, 

“The soldiers in the Philippines,’ he 
said, ‘‘ have been criticised; some of them 
have been accused. Let me tell you that 
the President, the Secretary of War, and 
the rest of the Nation's officials who have 
followed these soldiers in reports and pri- 
vate letters and telegraphic dispatches and 
through oral accounts of those returning 
from the Orient, have seen them warring in 
the jungles, murdered by treachery, and 
falling dead from disease; have seen them 
patient, courageous, and loyal at all times 
to the best standards of American citizen- 
ship. (Cheers. ] And we give you our 
words as American officers that they shall 
not be condemned until heard. [Tremen- 
dous applause. } 

“Be of good cheer, American soldiers. 
When the record comes to be made up in 
the clear judgment of the American people’ 
and of mankind, there will be added after 
Cuba and China another page telling the 
achievements in war an peace by the 
American Army of the Philippines."’ 

Adjt. Gen. Corbin and Signor Mayor 
des Planches, the Italian Ambassador, also 
made addresses. 

Two congratulatory cablegrams were re- 
ceived by Superintendent ills during the 
exercises. One was from the academy's 
alumni in Manila, where 110 of them held 
a centennial banquet last night. The other 
came from the Imperial Russian Military 
College in St. Petersburg. 

When the exercises were over and the 
Presidential procession started back over 
the plain to the tune of “ The Star-Span- 
glied Banner,”’ the cadets went to camp to 
prepare for the last parade of this year’s 
graduating class. 

The grand banquet this evening was in 
the ‘“‘ Mess’ Hall, and was attended by all 
of the guests of honor and old graduates. 

Gen. iles in response to the toast as- 
signed him, said, in part: 

‘The Army has passed through various 
stages of expansion and contraction, yet it 
has gradually grown in strength and effi- 
ciency with the needs of the Nation. 

“It should never be decreased to that ex- 
tent that it will become so weak as to be 
unable to give adequate support to the 
civil Government of our country, and at

THURSDAY, 
REPUBLICANS MEET 


Gov. Hill Renominated at State 
Convention. 


The Platform “ Demands” Enforcement 
of Prohibitory Law—Secretary 
Shaw Makes an Address. 


PORTLAND, Me., June 11.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention which met here to- 
day renominated Gov. John F. Hill and 
adopted a platform, ‘‘ demanding” faithful 
and impartial enforcement of the prohib- 
itory law, and recommending the enactment 
of a direct primary law by the next Legis- 
lature. 

The temperance plank was the subject of 
a warm debate between members of the 
Committee of Credentials and finally those 
who championed sterner measures suc- 
ceeded in having the resolutions as origin- 
ally drafted amended to read ‘ demand” 
instead of ‘‘ favor.”’ 

The amended plank was adopted by the 
convention without dissent. The plank 
favoring direct primaries also was added 
at the last moment, and its incorporation 
in the platform came as a surprise to many 
of the delegates, but it received no oppo- 
sition. Aside from these two items the only 
interesting feature of the convention was 
the presence of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Leslie M. Shaw, who delivered the 
principal address. 

The convention was presided over by N. 
P. Noble of Phillips. Little time was lost in 
formalities, and Gov. Hill’s name was pre- 
sented by Leslie C. Cornish of Augusta. 
There were several seconding speeches, 
and the nomination was by acclamation. 
The nominee briefly expressed his thanks, 
and Secretary Shaw was introduced. He 
said, in part: 

“We are approaching another annual 
stockholders’ election of a Board of Direct- 
ors to manage for us the most gigantic cor- 
peration, with the most diversified inter- 
ests, of which this world has knowledge. 
Upon the issue now being formulated and 
joined rests in no small degree the temporal 
prosperity and happiness of 80,000,000 peo- 
ple. For it must be borne in mind that the 
rival parties do not propose to follow the 
same policies or to pursue the same 
methods. 

“The pledges about to be made are in 
neither instance novel or untried. The 
country will not be asked to experiment 
this Fall. The affairs of the body politic 
have been committed again and again to 
the firm believers in each of the two great 
schools of political science. 

“It is not certain that the issue this Fall 
will be tariff reform. But we have had 
quite a lengthy period of unprecedented 
prosperity, and if I read history correctly, 
our people have seldom been able to stand 
prosperity very long, 

“ But, while it is fair to presume that in 
the coming contest considerable attention 
will be given to that time-honored plank in 
our opponents’ platform favoring a revis- 
ion of the tariff, the arguments, I fancy, 
will be largely of a local character, and in 
each section of the country special stress 
will be laid upon the hardships occasioned 
by the high prices of such commodities as 
are produced elsewhere. 

“This will lead naturally to strong dec- 
larations, and much talk against trusts. 
It will be remembered that the trust ques- 
tion came into prominence during Mr. 
Cleveland's first administration. A com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the whole 
subject only two days prior to the final 
adjournment of Congress reported, sub- 
mitting the question to the consideration 


of subsequent Congresses. Two days after 
the report was read Benjamin Harrison, 
who had been elected upon a platfotm 
which promised legislation against trusts, 
was inaugurated. 

‘The platform on which he was elected 
was written and read by that great disciple 
of protection who fell on the 6th day of 
September last in the City of Buffalo, the 
victim of an assassin’s bullet. Was that 
platform obeyed? Of course it was. The 
first and only anti-trust law ever passed 
through Congress was introduced by John 
Sherman. And the most determined effort 
to enforce that law is now being made by 
that gallant, intrepid, and fearless Chief 
Executive, Theodore Roosevelt. 

* But I think it is a little early to deter- 
mine just where the ‘ agg 4 angle’ of this 
campaign is to be fought. here are those 
who insist it will be the conduct of a little 
band of something over 60,000 American 
boys, wearing blue uniforms, sleeping in 
tents, and fighting as best they know how, 
under a tropical sun, for the honor of the 
old flag. 

“It has been said—whether true or not I 
cannot tell—that the revered McKinley, not 
wishing to be outdone in non-partisanship 
by those who were at the time supporting 
his Administration, commissioned into the 
army organized in the Spring of 1898 a few 
more officers who disagreed with him po- 
litically than of his own party. If the army 
thus constituted has won glory, that glory 
is National and not partisan.” 

The Committee on Resolutions next made 
its report, which was accepted as read, al- 
though the draft was changed in minor 
points from that drawn up before the con- 


vention. 
With the platform adopted there only re- 


mained the matter of selecting State com- 
mitteemen, and this done, the convention 
adjourned. 


WOMAN FOILS A FOOTPAD. 


Attacked Almost at Her Doorstep, Mrs. 
Collins Made Strong Resistance. 


Mrs. Jeremiah Collins, the wife of a 
well-to-do resident of the Bay Ridge sec- 
tion of Brooklyn, is laid up to-day at her 
home in Seventy-third Street, that Bor- 
ough, suffering from rough treatment re- 
ceived at the hands of a footpad near her 
home Tuesday night. 

Mrs. Collins had been collecting rent at 
several houses in the neighborhood owned 
by her husbard, who is employed in the 
Post Office in Manhattan, and was tunable 
to go with her. 

She was within a few steps of her home 
when a man jumped from behind a tree 
and, covering her head with a cloth, threw 
her to the ground. Mrs. Collins struggled 
to tear the cloth from her head and the 


man swore and struck her in the face, 
blackening her eyes. 

In spite of this, she fought back and 
screamed so Icudly that the highwayman 
became frightened and ran away. 


TO AID BISHOP HUNTINGTON. 


The Rev. Dr. C. T. Olmstead of This 
City Elected Coadjutor. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 11.—In the con- 
vention of the Episcopal Diocese of Cen- 
tral New York to-day the committee upon 
Bishop Huntington’s address reported fa- 
vorably upon the part requesting the ap- 
pointment of a coadjutor. Ex-Chief Judge 
Charles Andrews of this city and George 
B. Sloan of Oswego opposed the report and 
proposed an amendment putting the whole 
matter over until Oct. 1, when the subject 
would be considered at a special conven- 
tion. The amendment was defeated, 68 
to 15.

CARROLL D: WRIGHT'S 
“MISSION COMPLETED 


He Interviews Messrs. Truesdale, 
Fowler, and Markle. 


The Labor Commissioner Will Now Re- 
port to President Roosevelt the In- 
formation Gathered from Oper- 
ators and Miners. 


The investigation of United States Labor 
Commissioner Carroll D. Wright into the 
causes of the strike were completed yester- 
day, and he will make a report to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he arrives in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Wright had a conference lasting 
two hours yesterday with President Trues- 
dale of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad, President Fowler of the 
Ontario and Western Railroad, and John 
Markle, representing the interests of the 
independent operators. The conference 
took place in the offices of the Ontario 
and Western Railroad, Delmonico Building, 
at the corner of Beaver and William 
Streets. 

Mr. Wright said at the beginning of the 
conference that he wished it to be under- 
stood that he was there in accordance 
with the provisions of the law creating his 
office, simply to gather the facts relating 
to the strike. He had no authority to 
propose any plan for a settlement of the 
strike, neither had President Roosevelt. 
He then asked a number of questions in 
reference to the wages, hours of labor, and 
general condition of the miners, which 
were angwered, and was put in possession 
of all the facts from the operators’ stand- 
point, 

Mr. Wright early in the day had a talk 
with Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the 
Civic Federation, which gave rise to ru- 
mors that some new form of settlement 
was proposed. Both said emphatically that 
the coal strike was not considered. In 
reference to his mission here, Mr. Wright 
said: 

‘‘All my work is completed here, as far 
as I know, and all I have to do is to 
make my report to President Roosevelt. 
I have been received courteously by all 
parties, and given every facility for getting 
information.” 

President® Fowler of the Ontario and 
Western Railroad made a statement yes- 
terday afternoon, before he left his office, 
in which he said: 

“The report which was published to the 
effect that holders of stocks of the coal 
roads and financiers who control them are 
working to end the coal strike is absolutely 
untrue, It is a form of statement which, 
unfortunately, holds out false hopes to the 


strikers, a majority of whom are now kept 
from returning to their work by misleading 
reports of like character. 

“The public will realize by the corrs- 
spondence published how much Mr. Mitcheil 
has their interests at heart. The operators 
are on the defensive, fighting for the pro- 
tection of their property, the stockholders, 
and the public. They are a unit in this 
matter, will make no concessions, and che 
only settlement possible is the return of the 
men to their work as individuals and not as 
mine workers. 

“* Mitchell's euggeetion that the price of 
coal be increased will, it seems to me, give 
the public a better insight into the rea, 
situation. Mitchell made the proposition 
in all seriousness, and it was rejected 
summarily. The operators in consequence 
are not only fighting their own battle, but 
are looking out for the public also.’’ 

More rumors were floating around yes- 
terday afternoon of pressure being brought 
to bear on the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
to use its influence in settling the strike. 
This porviy, arene from the fact that C. A. 
Griscom resident of the International 
Navigation Company, who left this city 
for Europe on the American Liner St. 
Louis, was escorted to the pier by George 
W. Perkins of J. rierpont Morgan & 
Co. It was at Mr. Griscom's house that 
Senator Hanna stopped when he was .in 
Philadelphia during the negotiations with 
the Civic Federation, and it is known that 
Ralph M. Easley, Secretary of the Civic 
Federation, had several talks with Mr. 
Perkins. 


MITCHELL PREDICTS VICTORY. 


Judge Jackson of the United States 
Court Issues Injunction Against 
Strikers. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 11.—‘* Well, 
gentlemen, the anthracite strike is com- 
plete and we are going to win.” 

This emphatic statement was made to the 
assembled newspaper correspondents by 
President Mitchell in, his office at strike 
headquarters this evening. Asked what he 
had to say regarding the correspondence 
between himself and the Presidents of the 
ecoal-carrying roads, which control more 
than 80 per cent. of the anthracite mines, 
he said: ‘‘I have nothing to say now. We 
ask no better presentation of our case than 
the operators’ statement makes for us.”’ 

With reference to the soft coal strike in 
West Virginia, the National labor leader 
had this to say: ‘At present there are 
28,500 mine workers on strike in the West 
Virginia field. Reports from Virginia, where 
there are 3,600 mine workers, are incom- 
plete, and I therefore cannot say anything 
as to the situation in that State. I think 
we will win that strike, too. The suspension 
in West Virginia will cut off a large amount 
of soft coal that is shipped to the Atlantic 
seaboard, but there is no connection be- 
tween the anthracite strike here and the 
bituminous suspension there. 

“*I received word from West Virginia this 
afternoon that National Board Member 
William Morgan and Organizers Haggerty, 
McKay, Springer, Noon, Poggannini, and 
Edwards were arrested in Fairmont to-day 
for alleged violation of an injunction 
granted the operators. I do not know the 
exact purport of the injunction, but I be- 
lieve the arrests were made on the strength 
of an injunction granted in 1897. have 


wired them to employ counsel, give bond, 
and have the injunction dissolved.”’ 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va., June 11.—Prob- 
ably 700 miners, as well as a number of 
officials of the United Mine Workers, met 
at Bramwell to-day. The coal operators 


refused to attend. The miners were in 
session one hour, during which time brief 
gpa were made. From all indications 
the strike will be a prolonged one, as the 
operators seem determined that no con- 
cessions shall be made. Fewer miners were 
at work in the Norfolk and Western coal 
fields to-day than yesterday. Everything 
is quiet. 


CLARKSBURG, West Va., June 11.—The 
strike situation assumes a more serious as- 
pect. Several mines in this neighborhood 
are almost suspended. Two hundred men 
went out at Enterprise last night. Sheriff 
Flemming and a dozen deputies went to 
the scene, but the strikers were quiet and 
started on a march down the river. Much 
bitterness is caused by the arrest of ‘‘ Joe”’ 
Bell, Orin Brown, and Kearns, at 
Monongah. The men are organizers and 
are charged with threatenin property. 
Judge Jackson of the United States Court 
ordered the Marsha! to hold deputies ready 
at a moment's notice. The railroad police 
force are also instructed to be within reach 
at all times. Many arrests have been made 
on the charge of threatening property and 
trespassing. ’ 


CLARKSBURG, West Va., June 1i1.— 
United States Marshal C. D. Elliott, with 
a dozen es en pl arrived here to-night with 
an injunction issued to-day by Judge John 
J. Jackson of the United States District 
Court at Parkersburg, against strikers in 
the Fairmont-Clarksburg region. The in- 
junction is very broad, and prohibits inter- 
ference in any manner with the work of 
the miners who have refused to strike.

Several Persons Killed, Many 
Injured, in Illinois. 


Women Struck Down at a Dance 
—Laurel (la.) Is Reported

that struck Peoria at 10 o’clock last night 
and again at 2 o’clock this morning. was 
the worst Central Illinois has experienced 
since 1843.

Robert Atkinson, the engi- 
neer, was the only person injured. 

The roof of the new warehouse at the 
Corning & Co. distillery was blown off, as 
was also that of the Clark distillery. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock a report reached 
the police that the people living at Dry 
Run were in danger of drowning, as they 
had been caught by the flood. Rowboats 
were hauled to the scene at once, and the 
police took twelve people from their homes.

All communication with the outside world 
was cut off for more than twélve hours, 
and it was almost noon to-day before a 
wire. was secured between Peoria and Chi- 
cago and St. Louis.

A tugboat and a steam launch, which 
have been plying on the river at this point, 
have disappeared since the first storm, and 
if is believed they are now at the bottom 
of Peoria Lake. 


BLOOMINGTON, ijL, June 11.—Stretch- 
ing across a pathway 100 miles in width and 
devastating a territory fully 200 miles long, 
extending from Livingston County on the 
north to McCoupon County on the south, 
and leaving its mark clear across the face 
of Central Illinois, a cyclone last night in- 
flicted a property loss which will aggregate 
millions of dollars and cost a dozen lives. 

The brunt of the storm fell upon McLean 
and adjoining counties. Lightning was in- 
cessant for two hours, but was marked by 
absence of thunderclaps. The wind reached 
a velocity of 100 miles an hour, and in its 
track were left destruction and death. The 
visitation was the worst ever recorded in 
the history of Central Illinois. Almost com- 
plete interruption of telegraph and tele- 
phone lines for twelve hours has made it 
impossible to secure the full details of the 
disaster. 

It is now known that while the fatalities 
in McLean County were but three in num- 
ber, scores of persons were seriously in- 
jured 2nd hundreds of narrow escapes from 
death were reported. Not a village or city 


of McLean County escaped, and from every 
district comes the same report of destroyed 
buildings, injury to growing crops, and 
razed fruit and shade trees. 

The ageregaic of loss in McLean County, 
not including three lives at Merna or thou- 
sands upon thousands of leveled shade and 
fruit trees, by a rough estimate, will be be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000. Claims for tor- 
nado insurance up to this evening among 
local agents have reached $50,000, and it is 
believed that this sum will be doubled. 
This amount represents only the loss out- 
side of Bloomington 
farming districts. 

The heaviest in proportion 
population fell upon Merna, a village ten 
miles east of Bloomington, where the Town 
Hall, used by a party of 250 for a dance, 
was destroyed, three of the women dancers 
being instantly killed 


They were:

MISS LENA GAHAGAN, her sister, 
east of Leroy, aged twenty-three.

Spencer was hurt 
internally and may die. Others seriously 
injured are Thomas Gahagan, cousin of the 
two sisters killed, and John Kelly, brother 
of Miss Kelly, one of the victims. 
fifty others were painfully injured. 
surgeons from Bloomington 
moned to attend the injured. 

A new Methodist Church at Twin Grove 
was completely demolished by a huge tree. 
The loss will be $10,000. Wesleyan 
versity suffered damage causing a loss 
of $25,000. Street car service in Blooming- 
ton was resumed this evening, but it will 
be a week before the electric light plant 
can resume its service. It 
that fully one-third of the 
city and vicinity are ruined. 

Farmers report that corn will receive a 
bad setback, but that oats will suffer most 
heavily. Farmers, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, lost stock, barns, or windmills. 

Bloomington’s pleasure resort, Miller 
Park, is a dreary waste, all its: pavilions 
being demolished and the trees blown down. 

At Stanford, ten miles west of Blooming- 
ton, a box car on a sidetrack was lifted 
from its trucks and carried 300 feet. At El 
Paso, twenty miles north, the Town Hall, 
containing all the Fire Department appa- 
ratus, was destroyed with its contents. 
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CORWITH, Iowa, June 11.—A_ tornado 
struck an empty excursion train on the 
Jowa Central five miles east of here last 
niget and blew three cars from the track 
while the train was running thirty miles 
an hour, leaving the engine and the two 
Jast coaches on the track.

AUTOMOBILIST TO BLAME. 


Coroner’s Jury Holds R. B. Holmes Re- 
sponsible for Fata! Collision. 


PATERSON, N. J., June 11.—After hav- 
ing been locked up all night, the Coroner's 
Jury in the case of Charles W. Whiteman, 
who was fatally injured on Sunday, May 
25, in a collision with an automobile on the 
Pompton road, returned a verdict this 
afternoon in which it finds Whiteman came 
to his death through gross negligence, and 
that Robert B. Holmes of Madison, the 
owner of the automobile, and Thomas Mc- 
Gown of New York, the chauffeur, were 
primarily Hable for the man’s death. 


This is _the first time _in the history of 
Passaic County that a Coroner’s Jury has 
been locked up all night to consider a ver- 
dict. 

It was shown at the hearing that the au- 
tomobile, in trying to avoid Whiteman, 
who was — on a bicycle, had gone from 
the right to the left side of the road, and 
the collision followed. The fact that the 
automobile did not keep on the right side 
of the road led the jury to render the 
verdict it did. No arrests have been made.

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KILLS PACIFIC CABLE BILL 


The House Votes Against the Pro- 
posed Corliss Measure. 


Reference Is Made to Possibilities of 
the Wireless Telegraphy—Letter 
from John W. Mackay. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The House to- 
day went into Committee of the Whole and 
resumed the debate upon the Corliss Pa- 
cific cable bill. 

Mr. Corliss declared that he had learned 
within twenty-four hours that not a foot 
of the proposed Commercial Pacific Cable 
had yet been laid. 

Mr. Richardson (Ala.) took the floor in 
opposition to the bill. He called attention 
to the speech of Mr. Cannon yesterday, in 
which the latter showed that the appropria- 
tions for the next fiscal year already ex- 
ceeded the estimated revenues by $51,000,- 
000, and urged this as the first reason why 
the Government should not enter upon the 
expensive work of building a cable to the 
Philippines. He referred to the possibilties 
in the development of wireless telegraphy 
and argued that it would be unwise, on the 
threshold of the development of the new 
system, for the Government to expend 
$15,000,000 or $20,000,000 for a submarine 
cable which might be valueless in a few 
years. 

Mr. Corliss asked if the Attormey Gen- 
eral had not refused to consider the con- 
tract which the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany had offered to make. 

Mr. Richardson replied that the Attorney 
General and other Government officials had 
declined to interfere in the matter, and 
that the company was proceeding to lay 
the cable under the Post Roads act. In 
explanation of the reason the cable was 
being built in England, he said that the 
English company were building a cable 
which they guaranteed for two years. No 
other company would guarantee a cable 
for thirty days, he said. He read a letter 
from John W. Mackay of the Commercial 
Company. 

The letter of Mr. Mackay was addressed 
to Mr. Hepburn, Chairman of the Com- 
mitte, and says: 


My cable engineer, Mr. Cuttriss, through your 
kind offices and the courtesy of Mr. Moody, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and of Admiral Bradford, 
has been ailowed to cxamine the charts of 
soundings on file in the Navy Department, 
showing that it is f2asible to land a submarine 
cable on the Island of Guam in the Pacific 
Ocean. Mr. Cuttriss has just telegraphed me 
that these soundings show that such a landing 
is practicable. This removes the only doubt as 
to the feasibility of an all-American cabl: from 
San Francisco to Manila, and I write this letter 
to you to state positively that the submarine 
cable, which the Commercial Pacific Cable Com- 
pany has agreed to construct, lay, and operate 
from San Francisco to Manila, will be an all- 
American cable and will not touch on any foreign 
island or territory whatsoever. I give you my 
personal assurance to that effect. The first sec- 
tion of this cable will be in operation in Novem- 
ber, 1902, and we expect to be able to arrange 
for the remaining sections to be completed and 
opened for traffic during the year 1904. 


Mr. Newlands (Nev.) paid a high tribute 
to Mr. Mackay. He said Mr. Mackay had 
entered a contest on the sea against the 
great Atlantic Cable Monopoly, and on land 
against the Gould Telegraph System. He 
also had built the Haiti cable, the control 
of which was surrendered to the United 
States during the Spanish war. 

Mr. Loud (Cal.) opposed the bill on the 
ground that Government operation of tele- 
graph systems in Europe was not a suc- 
cess. Since 1872 England had lost about 
$35,000,000 in the operation of her telegraph 
system. He concluded by expressing the 
hope that the House would kill all the bills 
and leave the Pacific Ocean open to any 
company which cared to undertake the lay- 
ing of a cable. (Applause.) 

Mr. Adamson (Ga.) moved to strike out 
the enacting clause of the bill. To prove 
that the Commercial Cable Company was 
proceeding with the work of constructing 
the cable it proposed to lay, he read a ca- 
blegram from London dated to-day and 
signed by G. E. Ward, Vice President, cer- 
tifying that 1,065 nautical miles of the ca- 
ble to be laid between San Francisco and 
Honolulu had been completed, and that the 


work was proceeding at the rate of 26 miles 
aday. The cablegram said that a steamer 
would leave with the cable for San Fran- 
cisco before August 1. 

Mr. Cannon, (Ill.), Chairman of the Appro- 


| priations Committee, then threw the weight 


of his influence against the bill. He had 


| always favored a cable, but always had be- 


lieved that a private company would come 
along and lay one without expense to the 
United States. Here was such a company 
offering to build a cable to the Philippines 
by way of Honolulu. 

Mr. Corliss declared that the building of 
this cable was not a question of money. 
The people were not concerned about the 
expense. The Attorney General, he said, 
had delivered an opinion to the effect that 
the United States had no power without 
Congressional action to enter into a con- 
tract with the Commercial Cable Company. 
The United States had no power to make 
rates or exercise supervision. 

Mr. Adamson’'s motion to strike out the 
enacting clause on a yea and nay vote was 
carried 116 to 77.

Senator Fairbanks Addresses the Sén- 
ate — Discusses Steps Leading to 


Formation of Walker Commission. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Consideration 
of the Isthmian Canal project was resumeu 
by the Senate to-day, Mr. Fairbanks (Ind.) 
speaking in favor of the Panama Cana:

Discussing the question of paying for the 
proposed canal, Senator Fairbanks said he 
would rather see the work paid for out of 
the Treasury as it progresses and withcut 
issuing a solitary bond therefor, but there 
are sO many urgent and proper drafts upon 
the Treasury that he feared it could not he 
done without imposing an undue burden 
upon it. The cost of the work should be 
distributed over a reasonable number of 
years by the issue of bonds, so that it may 
be lightly borne. 


TO VOTE ON CANAL BILL. 


The Senate Will Take This Action on 
June 19, 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—A vote is to 
be taken on the Canal bill in the Senate a 
week from to-morrow. One of the leaders 
of the Senate said this evening that there 
was no doubt whatever that the Spooner 
amendment practically locating the canal 
on the Panama route would be adopted. It 
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was intended, however, to amend the 
amendment in at least one respect. The 
President would be directed by a proposed 
amendment to insist upon a better con- 
cession from Colombia with respect to the 
right of way. 

This amendment would respond to the 
feeling prevailing in the Senate that be- 
fore work begins on the canal this coun- 
try must have the equivalent of a ces- 
sion In perpetuity of whatever land it re- 
quires in connection with the construc- 
tion and operation of the canal. 

It is understood that Colombia will modi- 
fy the terms proposed in her protocol so 
as to meet the wishes of the United States 
as to the land cession. 


NOT TO DISCHARGE COMMITTEE. 


Senate Votes to Have Furthef Consid- 
eration of the Popular Election of 
Senators Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—In the. Senate 
several days ago Mr. Berry (Ark.) asked 
for consideration of the motion of Mr. 
Wellington (Md.) to discharge the Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections from fur- 
ther consideration of the resolution provid- 
ing for an amendment to the Constitution 
that Senators should be elected by the peo- 
ple. Mr. Berry to-day called up the mo- 
tion. 

After some discussion of the status of the 
motion of Mr. Wellington Mr. Clapp argued 
in favor of the election of Senators by the 
people. 

Mr. Vest (Mo.) sald he was anxious to 
have a square issue on the question pre- 
sented, but he was opposed to the Depew 
amendment and was opposed to the resolu- 
tion as it came from the House.

For Extradition Treaty with Cuba.

Bill to Amend Mineral Land Laws. 


WASHINGTON,June 11.—Senator Kearns, 
from the Committee on Mines and Mining, 
to-day reported a bill amending the laws 
relating to the location of mineral lands. 
The amendment gives locators the exclusive 
right to possession of all the surface land 
within their lines, and of “ all veins, lodes,”’ 
&c., throughout their entire depth, which 
lie within such surface lines extended down- 


ward vertically. Locations are to be 1,500 
feet square in all cases in which previous 
locations do not prevent. The existing legal 
provision concerning tunnels is repealed. 


Minority Report on Fur Seal Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Five of the 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to-day filed a minority report on the 
bill proposing the killing of the fur seals 
unless a modus vivendi for their permanent 
preservation is negotiated.

TRIUMYIRS FORCED 
TO ESCHEW CROKER 


President Haffen Threatened to 
Resign and Say Why. 


A Statement, Issued and Signed by Each 
of the Three, Declares that the Old 
Leader Wiil Never Return in 
His Former Capacity. 


The Tammany triumvirs issued the fol- 
lowing statement last evening: 

“There has been so much criticism and 
misrepresentation regarding the present 
status of the leadership of Tammany Hall 
that we deem it proper to state at this time 
precisely what is the position of the Ad- 
visory Committee on this subject. 

“Let it be stated once and for all that 
Richard Croker is not the leader in or of 
Tammany Hall, and that he will never 
again be that leader. He has’ gone out 
and shall not return. His friends and for- 
mer associates, who regarded him as one 
having the highest capacity for leader- 
ship, are all agreed upon this. 

“The characteristic that made him spe- 
cially fitted for the place he used to fill 
was truthfulness. He sajd to the Execu- 
tive Committee when he indorsed the ap- 
pointment of Lewis Nixon to the Chairman- 
ship of the Finance Committee that he 
would never again enter Tammany Hall as 
the leader, and we have taken his word.

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DA. BUTLER CONFERS 
COLUMBIA DEGREES 


New President Awards 852 in 
Course and 5 for Honor. 


Prof. Edward W. Hopkins, Dean 
Croiset of Paris, M. E. Sadler 
of Great Britain, and 
Bishop Spalding Made 
Doctors of Laws. 


There was 2 distir~iished gathering at 
Columbia yesterda-- to witness the one 
hundred and forty-eighth commencement 
of the university, and the first under the 
administration of President Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler Five honorary degrees and 
852 degrees in course were granted, mak- 
ing a total that exceeds that of any pre- 
Vious year by at least 20 per cent. The 
whole affair was the most pretentious in 
the history of the institution. Never be- 
fore had so large a number of guests been 
present at a similar occasion, and never 
before had the academic procession com- 
posed of the candidates for degrees, the 
members of the Faculty, the administrative 
officers of the university, and guests from 
other colleges, been so large and imposing. 

Before 9 o'clock the crowd had begun to 
arrive, and soon the campus was bright 
with many-colored dresses in which the 
predominant note was the Columbia blue. 
Thousands of alumni were present, and 
little groups might be seen scattered about 
under the trees, as the various classes met 
to renew the friendship of former years. 

The exercises in the gymnasium were 
scheduled to begin at 11 o'clock, and 
sharply at 10:30 those who were to’ march 
in the procession gathered in the library, 
wnere Grand Marshal H. Tuthill Spence 
formed the line in the following order: 

The Candidates for Degrees. 
Members of the Faculties. 
The Clergy and Other Guests. 
Alumni Council and Officers of the Alumni 
Associations. 
State and City Officials. 
Presidents and Representatives of Other Uni- 
versities and Colleges. 
Emeritus Officers, 
The Trustees of Teachers College. 
The Trustees of Barnard College. 
The University Council. 
Candidates for Honorary Degrees. 
The Trustees of the University. 

It took more than half an hour for the 
procession to pass into the gymnasium. 
The sombre black of the academic costume 
was relieved by the bright-colored hoods 
denoting the institution from which the 
wearer had received his degree. “The light 
blue of Columbia was most in evidence, 
but after this came the darker blue of 
Yale, the crimson of Harvard, the orange 
and black of Princeton, and the red and 
white stripes of the German universities. 
While the procession was entering the 
building the university orchestra, under the 
direction of Gustav Hinrichs, rendered 
Wagner's “ Huldigung’s Marsch.” 

PRESIDENT BUTLER’S ADDRESS. 

The Rev. Dr. George R. Van De Water, 
Chaplain of the university, offered prayer, 
after which President Butler delivered the 
commencement address in part as follows: 

‘Over 800 young men and young women 
go out to-day from this university. Most 
of you will never return as students. For 
nearly all the period of formal preparation 
is now closed, and you are to prove your 
quality as educated men and women by the 
use you make of your training here. That 
training has been singularly diverse, and 
its diversity fittingly represents the broad 
range of the intellectual interests of to- 
day. 

‘Various as your studies have been and 
varied as your accomplishments are, there 
in some art in which you should all have 
gained practice, even though its complete 
mastery is still distant, or, perhaps, re- 
served for the few. I mean the art of clear 
thinking. 

“Be assured, too, that clear thinking lies 
at the basis of the art of expression. He 
who cannot explain does not wholly un- 
derstand. He who fully understands has 
taken the first long step toward attain- 
ing the power to make known. Columbia 
would gladly make the art of clear think- 
ing and the power of lucid and elegant ex- 
pression the mark of her sons and daugh- 
ters. That you have gained something, 
much, in each of these directions, we hope 
and we believe. Do not relax your vigi- 
lance in after years, but help these good 
habits to become positively irresistible 
through constant and adequate exercise. 

‘You take with you, each and ail, the 
sincerest good will of the university, of 
which you have been student-members and 
to which you will ever belong. May you be 
equal in all ways to the high demands cf 
a life which is, in the wotds of Burke, a 
life of manly, moral, regulated liberty.”’ 

Then came the conferring gf the degrees. 
The candidates were presented in order by 
the deans of the several Faculties, except 
in the case of the higher degrees, when the 
introductory speeches were made by Prof. 
William R. Carpenter, Secretary of the 
University Council. The degrees were con- 
ferred in English, and the candidates were 
not obliged to march up to the platform. 

The honorary degrees were next con- 
ferred, each candidate being presented by a 
member of the Faculty at Columbia. Prof. 
Henry Smith Munroe presented Prof. Sam- 
uel Benedict Christy of the University of 
California for the degree of Doctor of 
Science. Prof. Christy is to be credited 
with building up at the University of Cali- 
fornia one of the leading departments of 
mining and metallurgy now in existence. 

Prof. Edward Delavan Perry, Jay Pro- 
fessor of Greek and the successor of Presi- 
dent Bufler as head of the School of Phi- 
losophy at Columbia, presented Prof. Ed- 
ward Washburn Hopkins, Columbia, ’78, of 
the department of Sanskrit and competitive 
philology at Yale University, for the degree 
of Doctor of Laws. In conferring the de- 
gree President Butler said: 

*“* Edward Washburn Hopkins, philologian, 
historian of language and its life, revealer 
of the secrets of the Vedas, and teacher of 
the philosophy and religion of the peoples 
of India, honored successor of the great 
Whitney, I gladly admit you to the degree 
of Doctor of Laws in your own university.” 

M. Marie-Joseph Alfred Croiset, Dean of 
the Faculty of Letters in the University of 
Paris, was presented for the degree of Doc- 


tor of Laws by Prof. Adolphe Cohn, head 
of the Columbia romance department. Prof. 
Cohn said: 

“The gentleman about whose claims to 
honorg at the hands of Columbia it is my 
privilege to speak to you stands before you 
to-day, not only in his individual capacity, 
but also as a representative of a univ ersity 
which has already entered upon its second 
decade of centuries, and which is acknowl- 
edged all over the world as the mother of 
universities, and to a certain degree the 
Alma Mater of all university men. Its 
ideals, its practices, its lessons, are all ad- 
mirably exemplified in Prof. Croiset. The 
main virtues necessary in the servant of a 
university, absolute devotion to truth and 
to the scientific method as the only weapon 
at the disposal of the human mind for the 
conquest of truth, the power to communi- 
cate to others the results of scientific in- 
vestigation through a clear, terse, and ab- 
solutely sincere language, and an acknowl- 
edgment of the duty of universities, not 
simply to the comparatively narrow portion 
of society from which its students are 
drawn, but to the whole community, are all 
manifestad in Prof. Croiset’'s career.” 

Michael Ernest Sadler of the Department 
af Education of Great Britain, was intro- 


duced by Dean James Earl Russell of 
aes: College, for the degree of Doctor 
o aw 

Bishop John Lancaster Spalding was pre- 
sented for the degree of Doctor of Laws by 
Dean J. Howard Van Amringe, who said: 

‘‘Mr. President—l present to you, for the 
honorary dégree of Doctor of Laws, a schol- 
ar distinguished for the extent and the ele- 


gance of his ne an author who has | 
ar 


enriched his native nguage by works of 
value in prose and vere, an orator of per- 
suasive eloquence and de repute, and ad- 
ministrator of rare ability and success, a 
devoted priest, a divine eminent in the 
higher councils of the church of his choice 
and conviction, the Right Rev. John Lan- 
caster Spalding, Doctor of Divinity, Bishop 
of Peoria, Ill., and I pray you, Sir, that the 
degree may now be conferred upon him.’ 

Dr. Butler said in reply: 

“John Lancaster Spalding, descendant 
ot a house honored among two people, 
Christian priest and prelate, man of iet- 
aces, orator, educator, and patriotic citizen, 

I gladly admit you to the degree of Doctor 
of Laws in this university.”’ 

The exercises were closed shortly before 
1 o'clock by benediction by the chaplain of 
the university.

The Cap- 
tain left the detectives at the door of the 
rooms in the second story of the building, 
and ordered them not to leave until after 
racing time. On the sidewalk he stationed 
Roundsman Mulhall and Policeman Rose, 
and told them to tell every customer that 
tried to go up stairs that they were taking 
a risk of being arrested, and that the pool- 
room was closed for good and not to be 
opened again while he was in the precinct. 

Look-outs took inquirers aside and talked 
to them. Some left hurriedly and others 
remained. The presence of the policemen 
in front of the building caused crowds to 


gather at times. 

De Lacy arrived at about noon time and 
went upstairs, but returned to the street 
shortly afterward. He was told what Capt. 
O'Reilly had ordered the policemen to tell 
him. 

‘It strikes me about as hard as anything 
I have ever heard said against me,” e 
Lacy said. Capt. O'Reilly, I don't know, 
nor do I believe he knows me. I defy him 
or any other man living to prove that I 
ever made a dishonest dollar." 

‘*Did the policeman deliver any message 
to you relative to the statement made by 
the Captain?’’ he was asked. . 

“No. There isn't a policeman in New 
York who would dare give me such a mes- 
sage. I’d knock him down or any one else 
who accused me of being dishonest.”’ 

“Tt doesn’t matter to me,”’ he continued, 
‘“‘who is the police Captain here. At the 
track with all the others I am known as a 
gentleman. Here in New York, where the 
same game is practiced, I am called a gam- 
bler. That is only a longitudinal differ- 
ence. Time and time again the authorities 
have had their attention called to the bet- 
ting at the track, but little heed hasbeen 
paid. We have been wanting a test case 
to bring it to the higher courts and have 
the judges tell us the difference between 
betting on a horse in one part of the city 
and betting on the same horse in another 
part of the city.” 

Capt. O'Reilly received a communication 
in the afternoon that two detectives who 
had been with him at the, Amity Street 
station, Brooklyn, had been transferred to 
the Oak Street station. Capt. Vreeden- 
burgh’s men, Allen and Riley, were re- 
manded to patrol duty by Commissioner 
Partridge. The men from Brooklyn are 
Detectives J. H. Roberts and George H. 
Reynolds, a brother of Capt. Reynolds of 
Brooklyn. Capt, O’Reilly was told of the 
manner in which his message to De Lacy 
had been received. 

‘“‘One thing I am certain of,"’ the Captain 
said, ‘‘and that is he is not going to open 
that place while I am Captain here. There 
will be two policemen on guard there until 
he finds that I mean business.” 

Commissioner Partridge expressed him- 
self as displeased with the reports that 
there is friction between him and Mayor 
Low, and that the recent shake-up in the 
department was at the Mayor's suggestion. 
The Commissioner said that the transfers 
were of his own doing. Referring to the 
transfer of Inspector Cross he said: 

** Inspector Cross is just where I wanted 
to place him. The Mayor is my superior 
officer, and he of course makes sugges- 
tions, but the final decision is always left

me. 

Asked about Capt. O’Reilly he said that 
he had known him for many years and had 
great confidence in him. “Give him a 
chance to get on his uniform,”’ he added, 
‘and then let what he does answer.”’ 

When Inspector Thompson reAched Long 
Island City yesterday morning he strolled 
about the streets near the ferry and after- 
ward said he considered Long Island City 
a “‘ great hole.” 

“IT can’t get over it.” he said. ‘“ their 
linking my name with Devery’s. It makes 
me sore. Say, I was a policeman before 
Devery was and I am a policeman yet and 
he is not. The force was well rid of him. 
He was my enemy while he was on top, 
and he and I worked at cross purposes lots 
of times.”’ 

Discussing politics and politicians, the In- 
spector emitted the following relative to his 
views: 

**T don’t care whether a man is a Demo- 
crat or a Republican; vou always know 
where he stands if he is either, but vou can 
never tell where a Fusionist stands. I'm 
a strict party man myself, and people know 
where to find Walter Thompson, but they 
never know where a Fusionist stands.”’ 


POLICEMAN REAGAN ON TRIAL. 


Capt. Herlihy’s ex-Wardman Accused by 
the District Attorney. 


Commissioner Partridge yesterday ap- 
proved the charges brought by the District 
Attorney against S. J. Reagan, now a po- 
liceman in the East Sixty-seventh Street 
Station and formerly Wardman under Capt. 
Herlihy in the Eldridge Street Station. 
Reagan's trial will begin Friday morning in 
Police Headquarters. There are several 
charges against him, including conduct un- 
becoming an officer, conduct injurious to the 
public peace and welfare, neglect and dis- 
obedience of orders and of the rules and 
regulations of the department, neglect of 
duty, and bribery. 

The most serious charge against the ac- 
cused policeman is that when summoned on 
March 19 for examination by the District 
Attorney in regard to the case then pending 
against Capt. Herlihy, Reagan has con- 


fessed that immediately after the examina- 
tion he called on Herlihy and his attorneys, 
and that he gave to them the questions put 
to him and the answers he gave. Speaking 
of the charges against Reagan District At- 
torney Jerome said yesterday afternoon: 

“The police can make up their minds that 
they will get their medicine for wrongdo- 
ing in the four years of my term of office, 
unless I shall be dead or removed. I do 
not believe that juries will refuse to convict 
policemen. Where juries disagree I will 
put the cases up to succeeding juries, until 
there is a conviction or an acquittal. This 
is a finish fight, and I will keep the pledges 
I made to the people. 

“If a person is in an unlawful or legiti- 
mate business and happens to cross the 
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police they go after him. In a lawful bust- 
ness men have got to get in under the um- 
brella and make peace or be ruined.” 


WOMAN DIES ON A SIDEWALK. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Walton Succumbs to 


Heart Disease in the Street. 


Mrs. Elizabeth J. Walton of 120 Riverside 
Drive, wife of George A. Walton, a whole- 
sale dealer in steamfitting supplies at 366 
West Broadway, while walking on West 
Seventy-seventh Street at 4:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon fell to the sidewalk be- 
tween Broadway and West End Avenue 
and died immediately. Her fall was wit- 
nessed by Policeman Thomas Crosby of 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station, but 
she was unconscious when he reached her 
side. Ambulance Surgeon McKelvey, who 


appeared in fesponse to a call sent to 
Roosevelt Hospital, pronounced Mrs. Wal- 
ton dead, and said that death was prob-

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MEXICAN TRACKS WIDENED 


One Section of the National Opened 
for Standard Gauge. 


Work on Section from Laredo, Texas, 
to Monterey, Mexico, to be Finished 
Before Sept. 1—Broad Gauge 
Locomotives Ordered. 


The National Railroad of Mexico yester- 
day opened its first section of standard 
gauge road. This is considered an event 
of great importance in the development 
of this road, which until recently was 
known as the Mexican National. It means 
that the time when passengers and freight 
may be sent through to Mexican points 
by way of this road without change of 
cars, necessitated by a difference in the 
gauge of the road, has been brought an- 
other step nearer to execution. 

The line which has just been opened as a 
Standard gauge road has heretofore been 
& narrow gauge line, like the rest of the 
old Mexican National. ‘This line is part 


of the main line to the City of Mexico, and, 


runs from Alice to Laredo, Texas, a dis- 
tance of 118 miles. The work was begun 
in December last, and it involved not only 
the broadening of the roadway by exten- 
sive cuts and the laying of new ties and 
rails, but also the change of grades and 
curves in many places, all of which was 
accomplished without interfering for one 
moment with the regular traffic of the 
road. 

First the roadbed was widened, and then 
ties were laid to accommodate the in- 
creased width of the roadbed, and finally 
the new rails were laid. These were of 
a standard of about seventy pounds, and 
were imported from England and Belgium, 
As there is no tariff on rails in Mexico 
they could be brought over ‘more cheaply 
from Europe than they could be imported 
from the United States. 

Tht tast work to change the first section 
of the road to a standard gauge was the 
connecting of switches. This was done 
within eight hours. The second section, 
from Laredo, Texas, to Monterey, Mexico, 
will now be undertaken. It is expected 
that this will be finished before Sept. 1, 
as the first section was finished four days 
ahead of the contract time limit, which was 
June 15. The second section is 168 miies 
leng. The work on the cut-off from El 
Salto to Soria on the main line is also 
under way. The entire line, which will 
save forty miles, has been surveyed, and 
ha.. of it has been graded. ‘The entire 
work will be finished within a year. 

In order to operate the section, which has 


been changed to standard gauge changes 
had to be made in the old locomotives and 
equipment. New equipment and locomo- 
tives for a standard gauge road have been 
ordered, and it is expected that the Ameri- 
can Locomotive Company will deliver by 
Oct. 1 seventy engines of standard gauge. 


Want St. Paul Dividend Increased. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, Ill, June 11.—Action of the 
Chicago and Northwestern Directors in- 
creasing the dividend rate 1 per cent, on 
each class of the company’s stock promises 
to make it difficult for the St, Paul Direc- 
tors to resist the importunities of stock- 
holders for an increase in the dividend rate 
on that stock. St. Paul and Northwestern 
have always been pointed out together as 
conservatively managed railroad properties 
with large and growing surpluses. Those in 
favor of an increase assert that the road is 
well able to pay 7 per cent., and that the 
example of the Northwestern Board may 
easily be followed. 


Burlington and Cedar Rapids Report. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 11.—The annual report of 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and North- 
ern Railroad, which has just been added to 
the Rock Island system, shows that for 
the year ended Dec. 31, 1901, the gross 
earnings amounted to $5,360,600, an increase 
of $512,323 over the previous year. Net 
earnings were $1,852,587, an increase of 
$601,745. The balance available for divi- 
dends amounted to $1,163,101. Dividends re- 
quired $427,239, leaving a surplus of $735,- 
862. There was charged off to addition and 
construction $1,479,194.

On June 15 the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
will materially quicken the time of the New 
York-Wilkesbarre express. The west-bound 
train will leave New York at 4:10 P. M., 
arriving at Wilkesbarre at 8:55 P. M., con- 
necting with the train for Scranton.

THE POSITION OF THE ANTHRACITE 


OPERATORS. 

The statements of Presidents Banmr, 
TRUESDALE, THOMAS, OLYPHANT, and 
others, defining the position of the oper- 
gators in the present conflict with the 
miners, are very far from satisfactory to 
@ny one with even a partial knowledge 
the facts. This is less because of 
‘what is said touching the issues of the 
strike, which is correct enough, than be- 
cause of what is left unsaid. It is ob- 
wious that the operators intend to main- 
tain their present attitude until they 
have conquered a peace by forcing the 
unconditional surrender of the miners. 
To the breaking up of the union all the 
formulated issues of the present contest 
are subordinated. What they might be 
willing to concede:for the sake of effect- 
ing a resumption of mining activities it 
Beems wise to them to refuse even to 
consider at present, lest such considera- 
tion be interpreted as a recognition of 
the union. 

To break up the union which now con- 
trols the anthracite miners is not so dif- 
ficult a matter that to accomplish it 
would be a creditable achievement. A 
kicking cow started the conflagration 
which destroyed Chicago; a drunken fool 
fired the temple of Artemis at Ephesus. 

The intolerable conditions brought 
about by the anthracite tie-up, and the 
worse complications threatened should 
the sympathies of the railroad men en- 
list them as partisans of the miners, are 
of the deepest concern to all classes of 
the community. The public can not and 
does not insist that the operators shall 
grant the specific demands of the min- 
ers, some of which may be impracticable 
and others disadvantageous to labor. 
But it has the right to insist that before 
taking the position that they will not ne- 
gotiate, or discuss or even consider any 
plans presented or requests made on be- 
half of the United Mine Workers, they 
shall have shown a disposition to intro- 
@uce such proper and practicable re- 
forms as shall remove all just and rea- 
ponable grounds of complaint. Mr. 
IBaER’s statement, as well as that of Mr. 
f'xomas, shows that there is something 
radically wrong in the organization of 
the trade, involving a waste of the time 
which industrious men desire shall be 
profitably employed. Before the opera- 
fers withdraw from conference with the 
fepresentatives of the union and close 
tthe door to pacific negotiation, they 
should at least do what they can to pro- 
pose a basis of trade reorganization and 
put upon labor the onus of refusing 
| plans which would benefit all in inter- 
| eat. 

The principal value of the statements 
‘of the representative operators referred 
to is to make it very clear that the is- 
pues of the present strike are impossible 
and that it is without ostensible justifi- 
cation. This is not disputed. None 
know it so well as the miners. This, 
however, does not warrant the conclu- 
sion that the general conditions are those 
with which they should be content. It 
4s not satisfactory to say that the men 
have ignorantly put themselves in the 
wrong. The right has not been offered 
them, and until it is and they refuse it 
the operators will not be justified in 
taking the position they now hold that 
there is nothing in the relations between 
the mine owners and the miners which 
admits of adjustment through negotia- 


tion.

State, likewise avoided all mention of 
him and hie platform. At the harmony 
meeting held in the Democratic State 
Headquarters at Albany Senator Mc- 
CARREN’s declaration that if any man 
owed gratitude and loyaity to the Demo- 
cratic Party it was W. J. Bryan, and 


that the time has now come for him to 
*#go ‘way. back and sit down” evoked 
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no protest. That was plainly the sense 
of the meeting. 

Democrats are soberly turning again 
to Democratic principle. Bryan sticks 
to his idol of Populism. He will not 
“sit down,” nor will he be either grate- 
ful or loyal. It is impossible that he 
should receive a third nomination from 
the party, but he will not let a Democrat 
be elected on a Democratic platform if 
he can help it. 

The reorganizers and leaders of the 
Democratic Party have to reckon with a 
perfectly selfish man, incurably obsti- 
nate and prepared to go to any length 
for the defeat of a candidate whose suc- 
cess involves his own effacement. 


HANNA AND PANAMA. 


SENATOR HANNA is extremely indignant at 
the suggestion that tn fighting for the Pan- 
ama route he is fighting to defeat canal 
legislation. The Senator said to-day that 
he had been grossly maligned by the 
charge that he was under the domination 
of transcontinental magnates, and with be- 
ing influenced by unworthy motives, and 
that he was thoroughly tired of having 
such accusations made against him.— 
Washington dispatch. 


But let the Senator bide his time. Con- 
gress may yield to his argument and or- 
der the construction of the Panama Ca- 
Then, if the canal actually is dug, 
when the first ship passes through it 
amid the booming of cannon, the flutter- 
ing of flags, and the drinking of cham- 
pagne, with the baffled volcanoes of Nic- 
aragua angrily spouting in the distance, 
will that not be his hour of triumph? 
Who will venture a sneer about railroad 
influence then? Mr. HANNA’s accusers, 
confounded and ashamed, will go off and 
hide themselves. 

His present wrath is indecorous, and 
libel suits would be vulgar and undigni- 
fied. Let him wait. 

But the gentlemen who are trying to 
destroy utterly the Nicaragua project in 
order to commit the country to the Pan- 
ama route will have need of something 
more potent than wrath and libel suits to 
save them if the obstacles to the Panama 
bargain shall prove to be insuperable. It 
is an ugly risk they run if they are not 
sure of Panama.

THE TRUE CUBAN ISSUE. 

Senator Burrows of Michigan is per- 
fectly right when he says that the 20 
per cent. tariff reduction scheme (for 
the relief of Cuba) is “a blow at the tar- 
iff.’ In effect, that is just what it is, 
and in effect that is what any scheme 
for the promotion of profitable foreign 
trade with Cuba or with any other coun- 
try must be. 

Senator Burrows favors the scheme of 
a rebate. He says it “is a scheme to 
benefit Cuba without injuring any Amer- 
ican industry.” He reasons, and with 
surprising candor as well as correctness, 
that the substance of protection is to 
keep up prices for the home consumer, 
So long as that is done it is small matter 
to the protected persons how much 
money is paid out of the Treasury to 
foreign producers. He is quite willing 
that the American consumer shall be 
taxed first in the price paid to the fa- 
vorites of the tariff and second in the 
tax needed to furnish the money for the 
rebate. The beet-sugar men having got 
the fruits of their hold-up, their unfor- 
tunate victims may be plundered again 
in the interests of the Cuban planters or 
of any one else. And this remarkable 
doctrine, which smells of the cave of the 
Forty Thieves, is advanced as patriotic. 

We do not know what the purpose of 
the Administration in this matter may 
be. The President and his immediate 
supporters have undertaken to do justice 
to Cuba in a straightforward, honest, 
and manly way by reducing somewhat 
the barrier to our market that has 
been erected in the past at the dictation 
of the greediest and most unscrupulous 
business and political organization that 
ever existed in this country. For this 
purpose they have proposed a diminution 
of the duty on sugar. It happens that 
this would not only be a relief to Cuba 
and a partial discharge of the most sol- 
emn obligations ever assumed by one 
people toward another, but would also 
be of immediate and lasting advantage 
to the United States. It would tend—not 
greatly but in some measure—to lower 
the price of a- necessary of life to our 
people. It would be acknowledged by 
Cuba through a reduction of duties on 
imports from the United States of all 
sorts, thus extending the market for our 
manufactures andthe profitable demand 
for our labor. It would tend strongly to 
make of Cuba a friendly and contented 
and prosperous neighbor, with whom we 
should maintain constantly more inti- 
mate and beneficial relations, instead 
of fostering the conditions that may 
make of the island a source of confusion 
and trouble. 

But there is no denying that the plan 
of the Administration is a “‘ blow at pro- 
tection.” It is not intended to be so, but 
in the nature of things it inevitably is. 
It is in the direction of freer trade and 
of more rational commercial relations. 
It is in the direction of the reciprocity 
of BLAINE and of McKINLEY. It is the 
consummation in part of GARFIELD's 
ideal, the “ protection that leads to free 
trade.” It is in harmony with the view 
of the most intelligent business men of 
the time, such as President JAMEs J. 
Hitt of the Great Northern Railway, 
that protection has done for our “ infant 
industries” all that it can do, and that 
What we now need, and need badly, is 
the removal of all obstacles to the ex- 
tension of our trade abroad. If Mr. 
ROOSEVELT did not realize these facts 

when he took up his present plan, he is 
far less clear-sighted than we suppose 
him to be. Doubtless he has counted the 
cost of adhering to his plan. If he gives 
it up, or modifies it, it will be because 
his party in Congress will not “ stand 
for’’ so much common sense and com- 
mon honesty. We hope that he will not 
have to give it up or change it. But if 
he does, we trust that he will make it 
plain to the country that it is the greed 


and stupidity of his party to which he 


bows. 
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UNDISCOVERED AND UNHAPPY 
BROOKLYN. 

Newtown and New Utrecht, Gravesend 
and Bushwick, Flatlands and Flushing, 
and eke that Ultima Thule whose map 
bears no names, are hotly debating the 
question of the railway connection with 
the City Hall in Manhattan Borough. It 
may be necessary to ‘explain to residents 
of what used to be New York City that 
the regions above named contain a con- 
siderable population whose annexation to 
New York has preceded Chicago’s by 
some decades. Being annexed in name 
and form alone seems to the annexed a 
hollow mockery, and they are clamoring 
for annexation in fact, which, being in- 
terpreted, signifies that they want to 
ride wherever they want to go within the 
limits of what they call their own city 
for one fare and in a single car. 

There is a certain plausibility about 
their aspiration. Longer rides than those 
wanted are given for the same money on 
each side of the great gulf which divides 
New York from Brooklyn, But the dwell- 
ers in outer darkness are not content to 
ride on their own side of the Great Di- 
vide. They want to ride on our side. 
They ask that law or custom or some- 
thing else shall not compel every car to 
be emptied, its direction to be reversed, 
and another load taken on at points in- 
conveniently placed, and _ arbitrarily 
chosen without reference to the conven- 
ience of traffic. 

Here again there is a certain plausi- 
bility. What would residents of New 
York say if they were compelled for no 
necessary reason to change cars and pay 
another fare at, say, Broadway and 
Fourteenth Street? And, if this caused 
discontent, and terminal congestion, what 
would be said to a proposal to ameliorate 
the conditions by instituting a shuttle 
service, a sort of ferryboat on wheels, 
which should, compel every traveler be- 
tween, say, City Hall and Harlem to 
change cars twice, besides paying two 
fares? This is as near as we can get to 
an idea of the proposal to run a moving 
platform over the bridge. 

To us it seems that the simplest way to 
facilitate traffic over any public route 
open to several carriers is to give the 
right of way to the one which approaches 
with the greatest traffic. All difficulty 
would not vanish if passengers were sim- 
ply allowed to cross the river in the same 
vehicle in which they approach it, be- 
cause all passengers do not approach in 
vehicles. But, if choice must be made 
between inconveniencing walkers to the 
river routes and riders, the walkers 
should suffer by a large majority. 

It would follow that no single carrier 
should have a monopoly of river transit, 
because no single carrier is in a position 
to offer equally advantageous service 
both mornings and evenings. In the 
mornings Brooklyn vehicles reach the 
river loaded and return empty. In the 
evenings they reach the river empty and 
return loaded. The reverse is true of the 
Manhattan routes to the river. Which- 
ever is given the monopoly of cross-river 
business can accommodate it in the 
morning better than the evening, or vice 
versa. To us it seems that a monopoly of 
the profits of the business should not be 
given to either Manhattan or Brooklyn 
companies, at the cost of inferior con- 
venience to the public half the time 
whichever gets the plum. The maximum 
of convenience and a fair division of 
profits would result if the Brooklyn cars 
were allowed to come to the Manhattan 
focus loaded in the morning and if the 
Manhattan cars were allowed to go load- 
ed to the Brooklyn focus in the evening. 
Each would thus best accommodate the 
traffic gathered in the natural manner. 
Neither would own the railway. Both 
would need similar equipment, and have 
trackage rights and operating responsi- 
bilities between certain hours, changing, 
say, at midnight and noon. There is no 
patent on this idea and no guarantee 
goes with it. It is suggested by the fact 
that the shifting tide of travel is as much 
@ reality as the river tides or the river 
itself, and that sound engineering would 
recognize one as much as the other. And 
this applies to all transriver travel, over 
all bridges, and through all tunnels. All 
routes are crippled and prejudiced if they 
are operated like ferries. They should be 
treated like streets and traffic regulated 
for the traffic’s benefit, not for the car- 
riers’. 


PERSIA THE NEXT STORM CENTRE. 

The close of the war in South Africa 
leaves Britain in a better position to 
deal with the situation in Persia than 
ever before, since, however disappoint- 
ing have been her Generals and armies 
in conflict with the Boers, the terrible 
exertions she has put forth have done 
much to improve her military strength. 
In RoBerts and KITCHENER she has de- 
veloped two good Generals, and she has 
a large army trained in the main rudi- 
ments of war. 

The situation in Persia may well give 
her some uneasiness. Russian influence 
is now greater than British in Northern 
Persia, which is the most populous part 
of the land. The railway from Resht to 
Teheran brings Russian goods into the 
most advanced and prosperous half of 
the country. ‘The Imperial Bank of 
Persia, a British establishment, has been 
met by the foundation of the Banque des 
Préts of Persia, established by Russians, 
which lent two and a half millions ster- 
ling to the Persian Government in 1900 
and another million this year. British, 
on the other hand, is the Indo-European 
Telegraph, which runs to Teheran, where 
it meets the land and water line of the 
Indian Government. There is also a 
British steamer service from the Persian 
Gulf up the Karun River in Western 
Persia in the region east of the Tigris. 

Unless, therefore, the very nearness 
and immanence of Russia shall drive the 
Persian Government toward Britain, the 


former is likely to consolidate her supe- 
riority of position, and at any rate com- 
mercially assume the upper hand. The 
alliance between Japan and Britain for 
action in China may be explained after 
the usual fashion by diplomats, but the 
Russians are too astute to fail for a mo- 
ment to understand its import. Any- 
thing that they can do to make their old 
enemy insecure in the possession of India 
may well seem only a fair return. Anda 
decided preponderance in Persia on their 
part means the necessity on the part of 
Britain of increasing her navy and army 
in India. Increase of expense, the mass- 
ing in one part of the globe of her army 
and navy, and decrease of her trade are 
the inevitable consequences of Persia be- 
coming a market for Russian goods and 
a protected State under the wings of 
Russia. 

In view of the methods employed by 
Russia it is difficult to see what Britain 
can do to stem the Russian tide in Per- 
sia. It has never been difficult to pick a 
quarrel in order to gain some end which 
cannot be openly acknowledged. But 
the world is smaller than ever before, 
and a barefaced move to bring on a war, 
the end of which no one can foresee, may 
rouse a feeling which will cause even the 
British jingo to pause. Evidently Rus- 
sia does not intend by an overt act to 
allow Britain to claim that she has been 
injured. Quietly but firmly Russia is 
making herself indispensable to Persia. 

The possibility of a conflict between 
Britain and Russia over Persia has al- 
ready started our own jingoes—more 
British than the British themselves—on 
forecasts in which they assume that the 
United States would take Britain’s part. 
Preaching and perhaps believing the un- 
tenable doctrine of Anglo-Saxondom, a 
myth that rests on English as the com- 
mon speech of Britons, Americans, and 
Australians, they are eager to have the 
United States meddle with the politics 
of Europe and Asia, and they calmly 
suggest thet Germany shall be admitted 
to the alliance. Such ideas are received 
with natural joy fn London. But are 
Americans pleased to hear Americans 
suggest that we should pull the British 
chestnuts out of the fire? We are nei- 
ther Canadians nor Australians to do the 
doubtful work of plutocrats and oli- 
garchs in London. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Wide vistas of irresponsible hilarity 
open before the topers of Massachusetts, 
A Police Judge of Boston—or, of Chelsea, 
which is the same thing, only more so—has 
decided that before a man can be punished 
for drunkenness it must be proved that he 
entered into this condition of his own free 
will and under no compulsion whatever. 
For the State law, in fixing the penalties 
for disorderly intoxication, limits their ap- 
plication to cases in which the intoxication 
is produced “by the voluntary use of in- 
toxicating liquors,”’ and the Judge, whose 
name, SAMUEL R. CuTLER, will hereafter be 
well remembered, holds that the statute 
means what it says, with all its necessary 
though inconvenient implications. So when 
a@ man was brought before him who un- 
doubtedly had been rendered madly excited 
by long and close communings with the de- 
mon Rum, the Judge threw the prosecut- 
ing officials into amazed confusion by ask- 
ing them if they were prepared to demon- 
strate under the strict rules of evidence 
that the man had parted with his senses 
* voluntarily.”’ This question stumped 
them completely, as well it might. They 
were aware of no constraint that had been 
exercised over the supposed offender, but it 
was for them to prove that he had been a 
wholly free agent, not for him to prove the 
contrary. They studied the problem for a 
while, and then gave it up in despair. There 
was nothing else to do, and apparently the 
Massachusetts drunkard is safe, no matter 
what he does, until the law is changed. As 
to whether a given act is voluntary or not 
can never be decided except by him who 
acts, and even he, if the modern notions as 
to the effects of heredity and environment 
are true, can never be even halfway sure 
about it. The situation is one dreadful or 
delightful, according to the point of view— 
and the virtue of the viewer. Some Bos- 
tonians may like it, but at least a minority 
of them will be filled with deep apprehen- 
sion. 


—It was not complimentary to France 
that Col. ARTHUR LyNcH should at last 
have mustered up ceurage—or audacity— 
enough to leave that country and betake 
himself to the one against which he has 
committed the gravest crime of which a 
citizen and subject can possibly be guilty— 
that of high treason. It must have been 
sheer desperation and utter inability longer 
to endure his exile in Paris that led the 
Colonel to embark at Dieppe and invite the 
arrest which he knew awaited him at any 
British port. It must have been—that is, un- 
less the boasts of himself and his friends 
about his service with the Boers in the field 
were without foundation in fact, and unless 
he and they are prepared to prove that he 
did no fighting under a hostile flag. While 
it is well known that Col. LyNcnu could not 
have been with the Boers long, that he did 
actually join them and for a while—the 
period during which he could stand them or 
they him—take part in active military op- 
erations, has not hitherto been doubted. 
Yet he has no other possible defense than 
an alibi. If he did do what he has proudly 
claimed to have done, and what was the 
only reason presented py the remarkable 
electors of Galway for giving their votes to 
him instead of to one of Ireland's truest 
friends and benefactors, his life is clearly 
forfeited not only under the laws of Great 
Britain, but under those of every nation in 
the world, civilized or uncivilized. The case 
has been an interesting one from the be- 
gihfning, and it promises now to become ex- 
citing, if not tragical. It is hardly possible, 
however, that Col. Lyncn will be executed, 
and there will be much curiosity to see 
what excuse the British authorities will 
find for not doing it. 

— Col. Nicuoitas Roces of the Native 
Constabulary has evidently taken upon 
himself the task of injecting an element of 
humor into the investigation of army cruel- 
ties which the American authorities in Ma- 
nila) are now conducting. According to a 
dispatch from that city, Col. Rocms has 
not only testified that the ‘“ water cure” 
is a mild and harmless means of obtaining 
useful information, but he has declared it 
to be highly efficacious as a therapeutic 
agent. Ten of his Native Canstables, he 
declared, while off duty because of dengue 
fever, were mistaken for ordinary uncapi- 
talized natives by a squad of our soldiers 
and subjected to the “ water cure” on the 
off chance that they knew something inter- 
esting or valuable. What they revealed at 
the conclusion of the treatment was not 
stated by their Colqnel, but he did assert 
that not only were the men uninjured by 
the so-called “ torture,”” but they immedi- 
ately found themselves recovered from the 
fever—which is one of great severity and 


far from easy to handle by ordinary reme- 
dies. ‘Possibly this tale is true as well as 
funny, but it is to be feared that the anti- 
imperialists will take it much amiss. They 
are a skeptical lot—as regards testimony 
favorable to their countrymen—and a very 
serious lot, too, for whom smiles are im- 
proper and laughter at least semi-criminal.

Meanwhile every 
one knows it is impure. In fact, it speaks 
for itself, and very offensively, too, if left 
in a warm place for a day or two. We 
should remember the severe lesson taught 
at New Haven, Conn., last year, regarding 
the use of polluted water, but I féar we are 
not remembering it. 

There are many cases of typhoid in 
Brooklyn. What is being done to prevent 
a possible epidemic of this dreaded scourge? 
Can you enlighten your readers on this 
subject? There seems to be more scram- 
bling for salaries than reform. Where does 
the “reform” come in, anyway? 

It is costing me about $6 a month for 
bottled water, and I think the well-to-do 
residents of Brooklyn are as a rule sub- 
jected to about the same average expense, 
while the poor, who are less able to resist 
infection and less able to get proper care 
if sick, are obliged to use the hydrant 
water, germs, microbes, &c., included.

CITY'S THICK SMOKE PALL 


Burning of Soft Coal Intensified the 
Humid Atmosphere. 


New England Railroads Buying Bitu- 
minous Coal in This City at Greatly 
Advanced Prices—Health Com- 
plaints Pushed. 


In spite of the fact that yesterday’s winds 
were from the east, thereby giving to Jer- 
sey City and Hoboken the benefit of the 
bituminous smoke poured forth from hun- 
dreds of funnels in Brooklyn and Manhat- 
tan, this city had another day’s disagree- 
able experience. Soft coal smoke appeared 
from many stacks whose furnaces had 
formerly adhered to anthracite, and the 
conditions in the coal market became very 
much worse. 

Representatives of the New England rail- 
roads, whose trains usually take coal at 
such places as Bridgeport and New Haven, 
were in this city yesterday buying bitumi- 
nous coal at any price at which it was of- 
fered. These roads had not previously 
taken the anthracite strike very seriously, 
but their stocks have been running short, 
and they were in the market yesterday buy- 
ing by the thousand tons. 

These men had to pay from $4.50 to $4.75 
a ton for soft coal, undelivered, whereas 
they might have purchased it two weeks 
ago at from $2.35 to $2.60 a ton. The ship- 
ping companies, which consume such a 
large proportion of the bituminous coal 
sent to this port, are also having to pay 
the high prices. One prominent operator 
said yesterday that the soft coal situation 
was in many respects quite as serious as 
the hard fuel problem. 

Anthracite was selling here yesterday 
at from $6 to $8 a ton ‘on board,” and 
there were not more than 10,000 tons, at 
the outside, available at the highest prices, 
according to a well-informed dealer. He 
said that the real figure would be nearer 
5,000 tons. There are about 60,000 tons of 
anthracite at this port for the use of rail- 
roads, but they will not part with this at 
any price. 

“We have Post Office contracts to look 
after,’ said an official of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, ‘‘ and 
we can take no chances. Every train on 
our road runs with anthracite, and it takes 
about 3,000 tons a day to operate our trains. 
We stopped selling anthracite the moment 
the strike was declared, and we have sold 
none since. Even with that precaution 
we have not now as much coal stored up 
as we have normally.” 

So with all the ‘“‘coal roads.’’ None of 
them has sold any hard coal since the strike 
began, and. yet their stored quantity is 
proportionately small. There was a report 
in circulation yesterday that the more im- 
portant roads had a large quantity of coal 
stored up, attempting to influence public 
opinion in their favor by forcing the use 
of soft coal. 

“The idea is ridiculous,’’ said the offi- 
cial of the Lackawanna Road. ‘‘ We do 
not want to, induce anybody to use soft 
coal, because if a man gets in the habit 
he is liable to stay there. As THE NEW 
York Times showed this morning, it is pos- 
sible to burn soft coal in such a manner 


that the smoke will not be different from 
anthracite. 

‘The furnace has only to be fed slowly. 
The trouble is that a fireman who has been 
accustomed to using anthracite loads up his 
furnace and then stays away for two or 
three hours. This is what causes all the 
trouble. If men use soft coal long, they 
will find out that it is less expensive than 
anthracite and that it is just as convenient 
to use.”’ 

A curious feature of the soft coal situa- 
tion was called to the attention of THE 
New YORK TIMEs reporter by a member of 
the firm of Owens & Co. of 11 Broadway. 
He said that before the strike the railroads 
apportioned a certain amount of their roil- 
ing stock for the soft coal and a part for 
the hard coal carrying. 

When the anthracite strike started, the 
hard coal people wished to divert the cars 
that had been previously used in the hard 
coal work to the soft coal district, thus 
bringing more soft coal to tide water. But 
the soft coal miners immediately remon- 
strated, threatening to strike immediately 
if a single car in addition to the regular 
apportionment was sent into their districts. 
As a consequence the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road—which operates in both soft and hard 
coal territory—sent a letter to the other 
railroads notifying them that they could 
uge none of the hard coal cars for this 
bituminous coal service. 

Previous to the strike the bituminous 
mines were being operated at their full 
capacity and all the coal that could be 
handled was being brought to New York. 
Under the existing conditions, it is impossi- 
ble to increase the supply being sent to tide 
water, and as a consequence the price is 
rising about 25 cents a day. The condition 
is made all the more critical from the fact 
that the supply of coal in New England is 
rapidly decreasing. 

his member of Owens & Co. said that if 
the tension was not relieved within a short 
time it would be found profitable to impart 
coal from Nova Scotia and even pay the 
duty of some 35 cents a ton. There is an 
abundant supply in the Nova Scotia mines, 
it is said, and it could be sent to New York 
within a short notice. The margin at 
which such a proceeding would be profita- 
ble has almost been reached, it is said. 

“They can enforce the law if they want 
to,”’ said one of the coal dealers, ‘‘ but if 
they do the elevated railroad will have to 
stop running. Elevators in the office build- 
ings’ cannot run, and most factories will 
have to. close down. There would be no 
profit in operating at the very heavy 
prices that must be paid for hard coal, and 
even if these prices were to be paid the 
supply would very quickly be exhausted.” 

A large number of summonses for vio- 
lating the hard coal laws are returnable in 
the courts to-day. The Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office has stated that the complaints 
would be pushed in every case. If these 
complaints are pushed there will necessarily 
be a shutting Gown of many establishments 
and many tenants of office buildings will 
be compelled to walk from four to twenty 
flights of stairs to reach their offices.

ARCHITECTURE AT COLUMBIA, 


Exhibition of the Pupils in the School 
of Architecture—Traveling Scholar- 
ships for Arthur Ware and 
Cc. S. Kaiser. 


The exhibition by the pupils of the dee 
partment of architecture at Columbia Uni- 
versity fills several galleries and a long 
eorridor in the Havemeyer Building. It 
shows that under Profs. Ware and Hamlin 
the pupils have been diligent and occasion 
has been given them to do something more 
than learn the orders of architecture and 
execute neatly a ground plan, a section, and 
a front elevation of some building sug- 
gested as an exercise. If the work shown 
does not indicate any one special talent 
with a bent for architecture, that is some- 
thing which can scarcely be expected, but 
at least one can see that the rudiments are 
being learned, so that a graduate will enter 
the office of an architect fitted with a 
good measure of the requirements of a 
draughtsman. 

Sketehing from nature, drawing the figure 
from the flat and from life, careful studies 
of architectural ornament, and _ color 
sketches to teach the treatment of interiors 
from the decorative standpoint are among 
the exhibits, Here are sketches in pencil 
heightened with chalk from the men in the 
second year, a series of designs for a small 
art museum, elaborated by Wilson L. Smith, 
H. F. Perry, and others; a Colonial house, 
treated by William E. Burtiss; a canopy 
or kiosk for a public garden to shelter a 
statue, drawn by W. L. Smith, F. E. Ed- 
wards, E. F. Tyler, and others. In one of, 
the lecture rooms the walls are covered 
with sketches in historical work, the pupils 
having been encouraged to consult the 
Avery Library of Architecture in order to 
learn the architecture of the past. 

Among the work of the third year is a 
theme of a Court House for a small city— 
front elevation, section and ground plan— 
worked out by L. P. Pitt, P. L. Greene, 
Herman Beers, Bruce S. Palliser, C. Bauer, 
Thomas W. Ludlow, and H. W. Frohne. 
Very classical, with pediment over the 
pillared entrance and a broad foyer at the 
head of the double stairway on the second 
floor, are the designs for a Court House 
by Shepherd Stevens and S. 8S. Labouisse, 
the latter showing the best form of all. 

The fourth year men are naturally promi-e 
nent, Designs for a loggia in a large man- 
sion are offered by George W. Jacoby, 
Warder H. Fenton, W. T. Warren, John 
Wynkoop, Theodore Hanemann, and W. R. 
Powell. The ceiling of the loggia is treated 
in colors. Lawrence Fowler has arbor ef- 
fects in his ceiling, with medallions con- 
taining Cupids; W. R. Powell engaged cole 
umns of brilliant marble, whose colors are 
repeated in the ceiling, and, for his three 
tall windows, ironwork in eccentric pat- 
terns. The same class has landscape gare 
dening, the laying out of a country estate, 
to execute, and the result is usually a 
formal garden with pools on the central axis 
of the ground. Fred F. Willson places the 
house to one side of the axis, and arranges 
the water in a less stilted fashion than the 
others. 

Then there are the designs for some the- 
sis, such as a high school for boys and girls, 
a City Hall, the General Post Office for 
Manhattan, a people's hall, a public mar- 
ket, a Southern hotel, or a State Capitol. 
There is a Presbyterian church, a savings 
bank, a Stock Exchange, contributed by 
Messrs. Seifert, E. L. Brown, A. H. Buss- 
mann, Herbert Godwin, and ofhers. Cc. 8. 
Kaiser shows a bridge with elaborate 
approaches, arched with colonnades, 
flights of stairs down to the water, and s® 
forth. It cannot be said that these are 
remarkable in any case, and they often 
seem lacking in a sense of proportion and 
of beauty as to color. 

Two fellowship competitions have been 
awarded. The Augustus Schermerhorn 
Traveling Fellowship goes to Arthur Ware 
of the Class of ’98. The scheme is a large 
hotel by the seaside, and his design shows 
a five-story building on a massive terrace, 
a square tower rising in one corner of the 
building. The terrace, with stairs and land- 
ing place, is elaborately designed. There 
is a grand entrance in the centre, and two 
lesser for the wings, which run back. On 
the same theme the Perkins Fellowship is 
awarded to C. S. Kaiser of the Class of 
1901. Attractive because less commonplace, 
and having a certain style, is the unpremi- 
ated design of J. W. O’Connor of the Class 
of 1898. It has a tower in the centre and 
the impressive but excessively costly ter- 
race which many of the other designs 
show. : 

Many of the designs reflect very naturale 
ly the architecture one sees in the newer 
parts of Manhattan, especially the large 
hotels, apartment and office buildings, not 
of the skyscraper kind. But while one 
hears the echo of Beaux Artes architecture, 
there is no definite style to be noted, which 
is perhaps just as well. These young men 
will have to adjust themselves in any case 
to the difficult position of a modern archi- 
tect, who is seldom if ever his own master, 
but must bow to the will of the capitalist, 
however he may resent the tyranny. And 
the capitalist has a horror of novelty un- 
less it works for economy, while the aspir- 
ing young architect cannot be expected to 
feel the necessity of saving when economy 
is apt to ruin the impression he desires to 
make. An example is seen in the designs 
for a seaside hotel, in most of which the 
huge terrace would be rejected instanter 
because of its great cost. Such luxuries can 
only be afforded by Governments and mill- 
jonaires, the former for stately public build- 
ings, the latter for their own homes. 


DUTCH REFORMED SYNOD. 


Committee Appointed to Urge Federa 
tion of Churches Governed Under 
the Presbyterian Form.

ASBURY PARK, June 11.—The ninetye 
fifth regular session of the Reformed 
Church in America dissolved at noon to- 
day, and the organization decided to meet 
here again next Summer, for the tenth 
time in a little over a decade. 

Before adjourning the synod appointed a 
special committee of five clergymen—Drs, 
J. Preston Searle of New Brunswick, J. W. 
Beardslee and John H. Karsten of Holland, 
Mich., and Henry N. Cobb‘ and Joachim 
Elmendorf of New York—to consider the 
scheme looking to a’federation of the va- 
rious church organizations, some twelve in 
number, holding to the Presbyterian form 
of government and faith. The initiative in 
the plan was taken a month ago by the 
Reformed Presbyterian Church—the Coven- 
anters—and it is the consensus of opinion 
that the union is bound to come sooner or 
later.

After the presentation of the honorary de- 
grees President Patton arose slowly for his 
last remarks in public as the head of the 
university. His voice shook as, in his open- 
ing phrases, he begged the audience's par- 
don for his unusual action. In part he said: 

‘In the past fourteen years it has been 
possible for me to know men individually, 
and I am grateful for it, and grateful, too, 
beyond any words for the respectful treat- 
ment I have received from the men under 
me. I have tried to see both sides, theirs 
and mine, for it truly is the duty of the 
President to care for the individual as for 
the organism. 

‘I recall with gratitude the memory of 
those who elected me to my office. Many 
have passed to a better life, among them 
my true friends Alexander and Green, Their 
sons survive, and are even now me mbers of 
the Board of Trustees and as loyal and true 
in their friendship for me as their fathers 
were. To those who have so nobly, helped 
financially, I thank them infinitely.’ 

In closing President Patton thanked the 
Trustees, the Faculty, and the students for 
their past kindnesses, and paid a glowing 
tribute as he introduced resident-elect 
Woodrow Wilson to the audience. 

Prof. Wilson said: 

“There are no problems ahead, for we 
are not perplexed. We know we have tasks 
that we are ready to do, and strength only 
can be gotten in combating them. My con- 
fident hope is that all the alumni. will 
stand by the university. We also know 
that Princeton must turn out a high grade 
of men, educated and patriotic. 

“Do not think that because a change has 
been made from minister to layman that 
any change or revolution in the university 
will take place. No such matter is con- 
templated. Any change that occurs will 
come by natural means and along its nat- 
ural courses.’

MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT 
CHARGED WITH TREASON 


Col. Arthur Lynch Arrested Upon 
Reaching England. 


Not Allowed to Surrender Like Boers, 
Says Mr. Balfour, Because “ He 
Is Not a Burgher.” 


LONDON, June 11.—Col. Arthur Lynch, 
who fought with the Boers in South Africa 
and who in — last was elected to 
represent Galway in the House of Com- 
mons, was arrested this morning cn his 
arrival at Newhaven from Dieppe, France. 
Col. Lynch, who was accompanied by his 
wife, was brought to London, and was 
afterward taken to the Bow Street Police 
Station. 

Subsequently he was arraigned at the 
Bow Street Police Court on the charge of 
high treason, and was remanded until Sat- 
urday, June 14, after formal evidence of 
his arrest had been presented. 

The prisoner, who was described on the 
charge sheet as a “ journalist,’’ sat in the 
dock apparently unconcerned ,until the 
Magistrate asked him if he had anything 
to say in reply to the charge. The Colonel, 
who is tall, erect, and of military bearing, 
then arose, grasped the iron railing in 
front of the dock, hesitated, and finally 
almost inaudibly replied, ‘* No, Sir.” 

Col. Lynch, who did not apply for bail, 
was taken to the cells. When he was 
searched nothing but a small sum of money 
was found on his person. 

Lieut. Col. John Philip Nolan, 
alist,) applied this afternoon for the re- 
lease of Col. Lynch on bail, but the Mag- 
istrate said he had no power to grant the 
request. 

The Irish Nationalists in the House of

They wanted to know why the Colonel had 
not the same right to surrender as other 
burghers. The Government leader, A. J. 
Balfour, replied tersely: 

‘He is not a burgher.’

Swift MacNeill (Nationalist) then turned to 
the Secretary of State for Home Affairs 
Mr. Ritchie, and asked him why he had 
not fulfilled his Ministerial duty in inform- 
ing the House of Col. Lynch's arrest on 
the charge of high treason. 

Mr. Ritchie denied that it was his duty to 
so inform the House, but when the Irish 
members appealed to the Speaker, William 
Court Gully, the latter upheld the Nation- 
alist contention that the usual practice was 
to inform the House of Commons of such 
an incident through the Speaker. 

Further questions were ruled out of or- 
der, and the subject was dropped.

AMERICAN ART PURCHASES. 


Berlin Critic Asserts that Many Million- 
aires Lack Detemmination. 

BERLIN, June 11.—The art critic of the 
Vossische Zeitung complains that American 
millionaires have sent up the prices of 
paintings to such a point that European 
collectors are now unable to compete with 
them. The fact that pictures go to the 
United States, says the critic, does not 
mean their loss to the world, as European 
artists often assert, and many of the older 
American collectors often showed genuine 
appreciation and understanding of art.

They rowed up stream for two miles 
and back in short stretches, The four-oared 
crew put their new shell into the water for 
the first time at 5 o'clock, rowing up stream 
in short spurts at a stroke averaging 30 
to the minute. The shell is very satisfac- 
tory. 

The ‘Varsity eight went up the stream 
for a mile and a half at 5:30 in three 
stretches, and returned in the same man- 
ner. On the return trip the stroke was hit 
up to 30, and the last few yards with the 
stroke a little higher. 

Most of the Harvard men were about 
quarters to-day when the Yale four-oared 
crew hove in sight, paddling down stream 
accompanied by their launch, the Elihu 
Yale, and when the Yale eight appeared 
shortly after passing Red Top all Har- 
vard eyes were on them. The Harvard men 
agreed that their rivals rowed exception- 
ally well, the recovery being very steady 
and the crew having none of the “ hang ”’ 
so noticeable in the Harvard eight. 


OARSMEN AT POUGHKEEPSIE. 


Pennsylvania Crews the First to Open 
Quarters on the Hudson. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, June 11.—The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania oarsmen arrived at 
Highland this afternoon and established 
training quarters at Bellevue Villa, on the 
west bank of the river. They are the first 
of the crews who are to participate in the 
intercollegiate regatta on Saturday, June 


21, to reach here. Columbia will come to- 
morrow. Cornell and Syracuse are expected 
Friday, Georgetown on Saturday, and Wis- 
consin on Sunday. The Pennsylvania party 
number about thirty, comprising the 
"Varsity eight and coxswains, two four- 
oared crews, and the freshman eight, be- 
sides Coach Ellis Ward and Manager 
Metzger. 

Their equipment consists of the paper 
shell America, in which their crew rowed 
at Henley last year, and which the fresh- 
men are now using; an old paper shell 
bought in 1899, in which the Quakers won 
two years successively, and which the 
Varsity eight will probably use this year, 
as they seem to work better in it than in 
any of the other boats. 


Flanagan’s Plan to Win Championship. 

A novel way of winning the all-around 
athletic championship is suggested by the 
friends of John Flanagan, the champion 
hammer and weight thrower, who, it is re- 
ported, will compete for the all-around 
championship which will be held in con- 


junction with the carnival of sports of the 
Greater New York Irish Athletic Associa- 
tion at Celtic Park on July 4. These 
friends claim that he can take matters easy 
in seven of the events and still win the 
championship. In three of the events they 
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expect him to score 2,800 points. It is con- 
fidently expected that he will throw the 
hammer at least 165 feet, and this would 
score for him more than 1,000 points, as 
allowed by the Amateur Athletic Union's 
table of percentages, which gives an extra 
point for each inch over the record in this 
particular event in the all-around cham- 
pionship. With a put of 40 feet in the chot 
event he will score 664 pave and with a 
throw of 35 feet in the fifty-six-pound 
weight contest 960 points will be scored. 

Old-time aspirants for the all-around 
honors are inclined to laugh at the preten- 
sions of Flanagan, for the simple reason 
that the records show that the event was 
never won ef a specialist. They say that 
Flanagan will find. after he has gone 
through several of the events, that he will 
not be in the best of condition to throw the 
weights. 


No Coronation Boxing for Yale. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 11.—In con- 
nection with the departure from New York 
to-day of a team of college boxers, under 
the leadership of Fred A. nck, a Yale 
Law School student, to appear in the Na- 
tional Athletic Club ring at the coronation 
festivities in London, the Yale University 


officials gave out for publication this after- 
noon a letter from R. C. Lehman, the well- 
known English college sportsman. The 
letter has reference tc one written by Dr. 
W. G. Anderson, director of the Yale gym- 
nasium, who was instructed by the Yale 
authorities to notify both Oxford and Cam- 
bridge Universities that Yale was in no 
way to be represented in the boxing car- 
nival. Mr. Lehman's letter says he has 
taken steps to bring the matter before the 
roper authorities at Oxford and Cam- 
aby ty and that he hopes ‘‘to nip the 
scheme in the bud.”’ 


Pastime Athletic Club Games. 

Nearly 200 entries have been received for 
the games of the Pastime Athletic Club, 
which will be held at the grounds of the 
club, East Sixty-sixth Street and the East 
River, on Saturday. The list includes a 
fair share of the leading athletes in this 
section of the country, and the Pastimes 


therefore hope to hold the most successful 
meet in their history. 


Canadians Won Lacrosse Championship 


BALTIMORE, June 11.—The intercolle- 
giate lacrosse championship of North 
America was won to-day by the University 
of Toronto, champions of Canada, who de- 


feated the Johns Hopkins University team, 
Ss of the United States, by a score 
0 to 2. 


TWO NEGRO BOYS LYNCHED. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., June 11.—Two ne- 
gro boys, Harrison and James Gillespie, 
aged respectively sixteen and fourteen 
years, who were under arrest charged with 
killing Miss Cornelia Benson on a farm in 
Rowan County Monday last, were taken 
from jail at Salisbury, N. C., early this 
morning and hanged to a tree in the rail- 
road yards. Their bodies were then riddled 
with bullets. 4 

About fifty men composed the mob, and 
all wore masks. The militia had been 
called out by authority of the Governor 
about midnight, but as everything appeared 
quiet they had disbanded when the mob 
suddenly appeared and battered down the 
jail door. The negroes were in the attic of 
the jail, but the mob readily found them 
and drove rapidly out of town, firing as it 
went. After lynching the negroes the mob 
quietly dispersed. 

The negroes admitted that they beat the 
young woman’s brains out with rocks he- 
cause she tried to make them leave her 
premises.

THE CROP ‘REPORT. 


Government’s monthly crop report, 
of business on Tuesday, 
was regarded as favorable in the financial 
district generally. Winter wheat was 
shown to have held its own fully, while the 
condition of Spring wheat is considered as 
practically perfect. This and the excellent 
outlook for corn, oats, cotton, and other 
crops were among the factors influencing 
to the improved sentiment in Wall Street 
yesterday. 

Although the crop report was considered 
favorable, it was pointed out in many of- 
fices that the figures on Winter wheat 
were on the face wrong, and that they 
erred on the side of underestimating the 
crop. During the month of May, according 
to the report, there was a gain of 3 points 
in such important States as Kansas, Mich- 
gee. and Illinois; of 7 points in Oklahoma, 
of 2 in Nebraska, of 1 in Indiana, while the 
only losses were in the two, relatively speak- 
ing, unimportant States of California and 
Pennsylvania. Nevertheless, in the face of 
these admitted gains, the report showed a 
general condition somewhat below that of 
the preceding month. 

It was this anomalous condition that 
caused leading grain houses to accept the 
** condition ’’ figures with some reservation. 
Shearson, Hammill & Co., the successors 
of the New York and Chicago house of 
Raymond, Pynchon & Co., bulletined to 
their customers that “it will be difficult 


for the trade to accept the reduction in 
the condition of Winter wheat shown by 
the Government report.”’ 

From Chicago a recognized crop expert, 
F. P. Frazer, of the stock and grain house 
of Bartlett, Frazer & Co., telegraphed 
thé following statement for publication: 

I regard the Government report as simply 
ridiculous. When every State has made an im- 
provement in Winter wheat condition of 3 to 7 
points, except California and Pennsylvania, 
which went back 2 and 3 points, respectively, 
how can the general average be lower than a 
month ago? When they come to revise their 
figures again they will conform with Snow's 
ideas, as they have done in the past.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—Placing a bull- 
ish construction upon the Government crop re- 
ports, traders bought considerable wheat, in 
good part for short account. Up to the last 
half hour general firmness and higher prices 
existed as a result, but the last hour brought 
out enough realizing to destroy most of the 
advance, so that final prices were only un- 
changed to %c. net higher, or about %c. down 
from top. Minneapolis again led the early 
strength; crop report figures combined with 
relatively light stocks there scared shorts into 
bidding prices up 2 cents a bushel, from which 
there was a final reaction of 1 cent. As if to 
emphasize the bullishness of crop report fig- 
ures, an inquiry by statisticlan Brown brought 
out the fact that the Washington Bureau esti- 
mated Spring wheat area at only 17,144,000 
acres, or 1,500,000 acres less than was calcu- 
lated on Tuesday’s report. This naturally re- 
duced the estimate of Spring wheat yield, mak- 
ing it 289,734,000 bushels, against 314,931,000 
bushels suggested late Tuesday. The trouble 
arose over a gradual changing of Nebraska from 
a Spring into a Winter wheat State, and em- 
phasized the importance of having Government 
figures on condition, area, and yield reported 
in actual figures, instead of as at present fre- 
quently by comparison with some previous fig 
ures, which are at times sufficiently in doubt 
as to cause much confusion among the trade. 
Moderate outside buying was reported through 
commission houses during the day. Foreign 
houses bought July and sold December. Cables 
reflected the crop report by advancing %4d at 
Liverpool and 25 to 30 points at Paris. On the 
late curb Liverpool advanced 44d further.  In- 
terior receipts for the day were 388,000 bushels, 
compared with 560,000 bushels last year, and 
seaboard clearances moderate, being mostly 
from New York. On the weather map favorable 
conditions appeared in nearly all sections of 
the belt. Export trade at New York included 
nine loads of No. 1 Northern Manitoba and one 
load No, 2 Northern Duluth. Out ports did twen- 
ty-three loads.

A legal associate in 
his office said that he preferred 
talking to wait for the decision. 

F. H. Holbrook of the contracting com- 
pany is out of the city, and his partners 
are in Boston. The concern is capitalized 
at $50,000. Its representative at its Union 
Square office said last evening: 

‘**] don’t know the text of the decision, 
but put it down for certain that we'll finish 
the job. If the court says the plant must 
go, it goes, and we'll manage to worry 
through with steam boilers on the streets. 
Our contract was for about $2,500,000 for 
the subway from Great Jones to Thirty- 
third Street. We are nearly through, and 
would have wound up the job in September, 
as we were on the homestretch. We have 
already begun to lay off men, and every- 
thing is opened up. 

“Of course without seeing the decision 
against us we cannot tell what we shall do. 
We shall decide on the advice our lawyer 
gives us. I can't believe that the court will 
order the removal of the plant, when it 
will be only a couple of months to finish 
the job. If the plant goes we shall be de- 
layed, but we have a full year yet to finish 
our section. Beside the plant we have 
about 1,000 tons of paving blocks on the 
plaza. The plant cost between $50,000 and 
$60,000, and would sell broken up for about 
10 per cent. of that. If the plant goes it 
will in my opinion be an injustice, as the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company was 
not interfered with in the enjoyment of 
privileges almost equal to ours on Union 
Square. We can now get along without 
compressed air by using individual steam 
engines. I know of only two or three petty 
damage suits against us outside of Mr. 
Bates’s. s 

Advice as to the action by the city author- 
ities in regard to the squatting on the 
streets by the subway contractors will be 
given by Corporation Counsel Rives 
soon as he, has studied an official report of 
the decisidn of the Court of Appeals. Pub- 
lic Works Commissioner Livngston, in 
whose office have been filed many com- 
plaints of obstructions due to the subway 
contractors, has asked for Mr. Rives's opin- 
jon on the subject, and will proceed to order 
the removal of incumbrances if advised 
that he can act. This would include build- 
ings. plants, and material, which occupy 
the streets under permits, and which are 
complained of as detrimental to the inter- 
ests of business people. householders, and 
the general public. 

“TIT have,”’ said Mr. Livingston, “ full par- 
ticulars of all obstructions, and only need 
knowledge of my power to act. This I shall 
have when the decision is fully inter- 
preted.”’ 

The Holbrock, Cabot & Rollins Construc- 
tion Company gave a bond for $20,000 to 
cover damages since Jan. 1 last. There 
was no bond for damages prior to that date. 
Lawyers who are interested in the matter 
say that at present it is useless to speculate 
as to what course all who have complained 
of subway obstructions will take or the 
aggregate amount of demands for damages 
until the decision of the Appellate Court is 
Sully understood. The chief complainants 
@0 far have been tradesmen, business peo- 
ple, and hotel keepers in Union Square and 
along Fourth Avenue and in Forty-second 
Street.

“Mr. Cassatt stated that his company 
are convinced that it is entirely prac- 
ticable for them to build electric motors 
that will draw a five-hundred-ton train 
through their proposed tunnel from Jersey 
City to Queens Borough, through and un- 
der Manhattan Borough, at the average 
25 miles ner hour; and this fact is 
the essence of their whole scheme.

THE “CAR AHEAD” ORDINANCE. 


Metropolitan Company Denies Its Le- 
gality and Demands Jury Trials. 


The Interurban (Metropolitan) Street 
Railway Company purposes to vigorously 
contest the attempt to collect penalties pro- 
vided for under the terms of the “Car 
Ahead" ordinance. Some of the cases in- 
stituted by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Cosby were called yesterday in the Second, 
Sixth, and Tenth District Courts. 

The railway company demanded a jury 
trial and a bill ot particulars in each case. 
The defendant denies that the Board of Al- 
dermen had any power to pass or adopt any 
such alleged ordinance, denies any viola- 
any indebtedness on account of the 
alleged ordinance, and concludes with a 
general denial to all the allegations. 

Section 45 of the City Charter provides, 
among other things, that the Board of Al- 


dermen may pass appropriate ordinances 
not inconsistent with law or with this act, 
or with the vested rights of existing com- 
panies or corporations. 

It is contended that as a matter of public 
necessity all street cars should carry signs 
announcing the destination, so that intend- 
ing passengers may board the right car. 
The cases yesterday were all adjourned.

Municipal Art Commission Condemns 
Horgan & Slattery’s Scheme. 


Plans of Horgan & Slattery, the favored 
architects of the late Tammany Adminis- 
tration, for altering the County Court 
House are emphatically condemned by the 
special committee appointed by the Munici- 
pal Art Commission, and, composed of 
Henry Rutgers Marshall, Frederick Diel- 
man, and A. Augustus Healy, in their re- 
port forwarded to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment yesterday. Horgan & 
Slattery proposed to extend the structure 
south to within about sixty feet of the 
City Hall and to compensate for thus cut- 
ting off one of the main avenues of ap- 
proach to the Brooklyn Bridge by leaving 
passage through the basement.

allowed to remain, and would prevent the 
completed building from having such dig- 
nity and symmetry as should-belong to the 
most prominent court house in the Greater 
New York. The committee feel that if the 
building must be arranged in ground plan 
essentially as shown, it would not be dif- 
ficult to obtain designs for the exterior 
much more artistic and satisfactory.”

A WASHINGTON AT BELLEVUE. 


Man Claiming Relationship with the 
First President Suspected of 
Insanity. 


Napoleon Fitzgreene Washington, forty- 
One years old and unmarried, was taken 
from his apartments at 60 East One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-third Street yesterday to 
Bellevue, where he will be examined as to 
his sanity. He is the son of a one-time 
wealthy New Yorker and claims to be a 
direct descendant of Capt. Andrew Wash- 
ington, a brother of George Washington. 
He has lived the life of a recluse for the 
past few years, sharing the upper floor of 
the house with Mrs. Catherine Greene, a 
sister-in-law, who is a widow. 

Yesterday morning Agent Forbes of the 
Charity Organization Society, from which 
Washington had secured financial aid, and 
Dr. Joseph Bird secured a summons from 
Magistrate Meade in the Harlem Court 
upon their statement that Washington had 
acted and talked strangely of late. With 
an officer of the court they went to the 
house and, according to Mrs. Greene’s state- 
ment, induced Washington to leave with 
them on the supposition that they wanted 
him to fix up his account with the charity 
society. They took Washington into court. 
As they entered the Court House the pris- 
oner protested, asserting that he had done 
nothing and would not go with them. He 
was taken before the Magistrate, but not 
until he had drawn a revolver from his 
pocket and threatened those who held nim. 
The gun was wrenched from his grasp. 


When asked to make a statement to the 
court, he said: 

“Tam not crazy. I am an inventor. [I 
have invented a canalboat which will revo- 
lutionize traffic throughout the wporld.

BIG TOLEDO COMPANY 
UNDER NEW CONTROL 


Street Railways and Light Bought 
by New Yorkers. 


The Everett-Moore Syndicate Loses One 
of Its Important Systems—Change 
of Management Not Likely. 


The Toledo Railways and Light Company, 
with a capital stock of $12,000,000, has 
passed into the control of interests repre- 
sented by Kean, Van Cortlandt & Co, of 26 
Nassau Street. With the transfer of the 
control of this company the famous Ever- 
ett-Moore syndicate, which controlled the 
principal street railway systems in North- 
ern Ohio and Southern Michigan, and has 
been in liquidaticn for several months, loses 
one of the most important systems in its 
combination. 

The Toledo Railways and Light Company 
controls the street railway system and the 
electric lighting plant of the City of To- 
ledo. It was organized in July, 1901, and 
soon thereafter purchased all of- the prop- 
erty, rights, and franchises of the Toledo 
Traction Company and thé Toledo Consoli- 
dated Electric Company, which consisted of 
all the street railways and public electric 
lighting business in the City of Toledo, 
Ohio. 

The railway lines of the company consist 
of 102 miles of standard gauge track, aver- 
aging over 75 pounds per yard, and extend- 
ing through all the principal streets in To- 
ledo. 

The Toledo Railways and Light Company 
has a bonded indebtedness of $12,000,000, of 
which $4,000,000 is outstanding, $6,000,000 is 
reserved for underlying bonds, and $2,000,000 
is reserved for betterments and improve- 
ments. 

The net earnings for the year ended Dec. 
31 last, after deduction of taxes, were 
$674,677. The surplus, after interest pay- 
ments, was $220,677, or about 2 per cent. on 
the capital stock. The gross earnings for 
the four months ended April 30 showed an 
increase of $46,823, and net earnings an in- 
crease of $15,288 over the previous year. 

It is mainly because of the favorable 
showing that there will be no change in the 
management, although the present Board 
of Directors is to be enlarged so as to give 
representation to the new controlling in- 
terest. The Everett-Moore people, who 
bought the system from Blair & Co. about 
a year ago, still retain a small interest in 
the company. 


House Decorators May Strike. 
According to persons versed in the af- 
fairs of the Amalgamated Painters and 
Decorators’ Association of this city it is 
not improbable that the members of that 
organization will go on strike unless de- 
mands they had submitted to the “ boss”’ 
painters be complied with. The association 


has between 5,000 and 6,000 members. The 
workmen demand a general increase of 50 
cents a day, and the a have re- 
fused to grant the demand. A mass meet- 
ing of the association will be held to-night 
in Cooper Union.

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UNDERTAKERS ARRESTED 


CHARGED WITH FRAUD 


Four Men Accused by Charities 
Commissioner Folks. 


Said to Have Secured Money for Burial 
of Destitute War Veterans Through 
Chicanery—A Scandal Unearthed. 


Charities Commissioner Homer Folks has 
for some time been conducting a secret in- 


leged, undertakers rob the poor. It ap- 
pears, according to the information gath- 
ered by the Commissioner, that under- 
takers, aware of the fact that there is a 
law which provides for $35 to be used for 
the burial of all destitute veterans of the 
army who have been honorably discharged, 
have been receiving this sum, and at the 
Same time collecting from the relatives 
and friends of the dead. 

As a result of the Commissioner’s investi- 
gation, warrants were issued yesterday for 
the arrest of four undertakers, the charge 
against them being larceny. - 

Joseph J. Murphy of 2,329 First Avenue, 
Was arraigned before Magistrate Cornell 
in the Yorkville Police Court. 
sioner Folks’s affidavit stated that 
April 30, 1902, Murphy tried to collect from 


the city $35, presenting a voucher to the | 


effect that John B. Mulvihill had been 
buried by him in the Holy Cross Cemetery 
and that the veteran was destitute at the 
time of his death. The Commissioner’s 
affidavit stated that he had found that 
the veteran was: not destitute, but was 
worth $25,000 at the time of his death. 
The soldier's widow swore that she had 
paid the undertaker for the funeral 
penses. Murphy was held in $1,000 bail 
for examination to-morrow. 

The other undertakers arrested on similar 
charges, and who furnished bail for ex- 
amination to-morrow, were F. E. Camp- 
bell, President of the Campbell Burial Com- 
pany of 241 West Thirty-third Street; 
Joseph J. Hoffman, 31 Second Avenue, and 
Charles W. Passe of 647 East One Hundred 
and Sixty-second Street. 

Commissioner Folks 
believed that there are a great many 
these cases, and that he expects to ask 
for the arrest of other undertakers. In 
so far as he had been able to learn it 
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said yesterday he | 
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seemed that it wasapractice that when a | 


veteran who had been honorably dis- 
charged from the army died, information 
would be taken to the undertakers, and 
that in addition to their vouchers the un- 
dertakers would furnish not less than half 
a dozen affidavits to the effect that the 
man had died without leaving enough to 
pay for his burial. 

The city has paid for the burial of a 
great many veterans, and the Commis- 
sioner believes that the percentage dying 
without leaving enough to provide for their 
funeral expenses is much higher than the 
normal rate. He says that he cannot 
reconcile this. with the great number of 
soldiers who have succeeded in civil life.

CHARGING ABSTRACT PROPOSITIONS OF 
Law Not DIRECTLY APPLICABLE.—The prac- 
tice of trial lawyers in accident cases of 
taking words and sentences from the opin- 
ions of appellate courts and submitting 
them as_requests to charge the jury has 
been condemned by the Appellate Division 
of this city. The case before the court was 
an appeaP from a judgment for the plaintiff 
in a suit by Carmelo Sciurba against the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company to 
recover damages for the death of her son, 
who was run over and killed by one of the 
defendant’s cars. A reversal of the judg- 
ment is placed squarely on the ground of 
errors committed in the charge to the jury. 
Justice O’Brien, who gives the opinion of 
the court, says: ‘‘ We have endeavored to 
point out on several occasions the danger- 
ous practice of counsel for a plaintiff who, 
in his zeal for his client’s interest, not be- 
ing content to rely upon the main charge of 
the court to the jury, although in all re- 
spects it is full and fair, then presents num- 
berless requests which, however good they 
may be as abstract propositions of law, 
are not directly applicable to the facts of 
the case upon trial; and the danger of this 


is emphasized when, in addition to the 
propositions themselves being abstract, 
they are couched in language taken from 
opinions written by Judges in the appellate 
courts who are discussing the facts of par- 
ticular cases no longer in their original 
form as supporting or destroying the infer- 
ence of negligence, but are speaking of 
them as they have been resolved by the 
verdict of a jury,”
